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Introduction 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry, covered in this publication, consists of all 
business establishments specializing in the construc- 
tion of other than residential buildings. Data provided 
deal with total outputs of these operations, the major 
proportion of which is non-residential construction, 
classified to the four subgroups of industrial, commer- 
cial, institutional and other non-residential struc- 
tures. Minor portions of output include other con- 
struction such as residential building or heavy 
engineering. The construction output distribution of 
the industry is represented in Figure I.

Introduction 


La présente publication porte sur l’industrie des entrepri- 
ses générales en construction non-domiciliaire, dont l’univers 
englobe tous les établissements spécialisés dans la construc- 
tion d’immeubles non résidentiels. Les chiffres présentés ont 
trait a la valeur globale des opérations, dont la plus grande 
partie sont liées a la construction non résidentielle (batiments 
industriels, commerciaux, institutionnels et autres batiments 
non résidentiels).

In addition to construction revenue, the total oper- 
ating revenue of the industry includes revenues from 
other activities such as project management, rentals 
and sales of materials (e.g. item 24, Table 1).

The industrial, commercial, institutional and other 
non-residential building activity of the non- 
residential industry, listed in this report, does not by 
any means represent all non-residential building pro- 
duced in the country. Substantial portions are pro- 
duced by: other segments of the construction industry 
such as residential builders and prime trades; owner 
builders who retain possession for rental purposes and 
for that reason are classified to the real estate rental 
industry and; other industries who do some construc- 
tion for own account or on contract but whose major 
revenue derives from other activities such as manu- 
facturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are pro- 
vided in the Statistics Canada publication Construc- 
tion in Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this 
annual are provided in Text Tables I to IV of the 
present publication. The non-residential, total activ- 
ity volume for 1979 is provided in Text Table IV, as 
follows: 


Industrial $2,068 million, Commercial $5,074 million, 
Institutional $1,831 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $1,466 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $43,023 
million for 1979, the total of these four structure 
groups, or $10,439 million can be seen to be substan- 
tially more than the $5,501 million volume estimate 
for non-residential construction in this publication

other construction industry 38.5%, Real Estate in- 
dustry 29.8% and other industries 31.7%. 


By provinces, the proportion of non-residential 
building done by the non-residential building indus- 
try are represented in Figure II. 


A detailed reconciliation between construction in- 
dustry output and total construction activity is avail- 
able from the Construction Division of Statistics 
Canada. 


General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not repre- 
sent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1979 indicate that the non- 
residential general building contracting industry per- 
formed $6,092 million worth of construction and an 
additional $125 million worth of other activities, 
amounting to a total gross revenue of $6,217 million. 
Included in this amount is a volume of $3,480 million 
of work sub-contracted out to trade contractors, leav- 
ing a volume of work done by own labour force of 
$2,737 million, with a wage content of $817 million. 
Incidence of subcontracting is high due to scale and 
complexity of projects. 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social 
type construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $8.6 billion in 1979 of which 
the industry covered a share of $4.2 billion or 49%. 
The latter satisfies mainly a public sector demand and 
is much smaller, with a size of $1.8 billion in 1979. 
Here the industry’s market share was $1.3 billion or 
72%. The remaining market share as mentioned, is 
produced by construction and other industries, whose 
main revenue does not derive from non-residential 
construction. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by prov- 
ince and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the indus- 
try and form a basis for economic analysis regarding 
concentration and scale of plant.

Revue général 


Les utilisateurs sont priés de noter que les tableaux 1, 2 et 
3 présentent la statistique de l’exploitation en ce sens que les 
recettes et les coats tiennent compte des travaux en cours afin 
de traduire la valeur des travaux exécutés. Par contre, les 
statistiques financiéres des tableaux 4 et 5 sont fondées sur 
les chiffres tirés tels quels de l’état des résultats et du bilan. 
Les recettes ne sont pas rajustées; elles ne sont pas liées au 
travaux exécutés, car les comptes-clients ne sont pas tous 
considérés comme des recettes de l’année en cours. 


D’aprés le recensement de 1979, l’industrie des entreprises 
générales en construction non-domiciliaire ont exécuté des 
travaux de construction d’une valeur de $6,092 millions; les 
autres recettes se sont chiffrées 4 $125 millions, ce qui donne 
des recettes brutes totales de $6,217 millions. De ce chiffres, 
$3,480 ont été consacrés a la sous-traitance; par conséquent, 
les entreprises ont exécuté elles-mémes des travaux d’une 
valeur de $2,737 millions, dont $817 millions sont imputables 
aux colts de main-d’oeuvre.

Dans le secteur non résidentiel, l’industrie des entreprises 
générales en construction non-domiciliaire desservent deux 
grands marchés distincts - celui des batiments industriels et 
commerciaux et celui des batiments institutionnels ou so- 
ciaux. La demande du premier marché provient surtout du 
secteur privé. I] s’agit du marché le plus important, et de loin: 
lindustrie a exécuté 49% (soit $4.2 milliards) des travaux de 
$8.6 milliards réalisés en 1979. En revanche, le deuxiéme 
grand marché répond principalement a la demande du sec- 
teur public; de taille beaucoup plus petite, ce marché a 
totalisé une valeur de $1.8 milliard en 1979, la part de 
Vindustrie s’étant élevée a $1.3 milliard (ou 72% ). Le reste du 
marché est desservi par des entreprises de construction et 
autres, dont la plus grande partie des recettes ne proviennent 
pas de la construction non résidentielle.

The largest 98 firms produce 52% of total output, 
the largest 567 produce 86% and the largest 920 
produce 94%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
probably running at around 54% the industry com- 
pares favourably in terms of competitiveness with 
other industries, such as manufacturing. Considera- 
tion of profit to revenue and profit to assets ratios at 
the total Canada level (as in Table 5) would indicate 
a plant size of between 750,000 and 1 million dollars 
to have an optimum scale in this industry. 


The proportion of costs other than subcontracts 
progressively decreases over the increasing revenue 
size groups. With the proportion of subcontractor 
content initially remaining stable, this causes increas- 
ing profits up to the $1 million revenue size level. 
After this the subcontracts proportion strongly in- 
creases to offset the gains from lower other costs. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among prov- 
inces is depicted in Figure III.

Productivity over the size groups does not vary 
significantly. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent obtained 
by an increase in the number of firms. Machinery and 
equipment purchases may not give a clear picture of 
substitution of capital investment for labour due to a 
high incidence of equipment rental. It should be noted 
that size groups are based on current dollars. This 
causes an artificial movement toward the larger size 
groups over time. 


La productivité ne varie pas beaucoup d’une tranche de 
taille a l’autre, et le nombre d’exploitants est élevé: il n’existe 
aucun rendement d’échelle sensible.

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Table 2 groups establishments by their special- 
ization in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In cover- 
age terms, specialization in repair is not very strong. 
Repair firms only do 26% of all repair work done by 
this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges 
of specialization in construction types. The special- 
ization in this case is expressed as the percentage of 
major type of construction to total construction per- 
formed. Specialization by the individual firm, over 
time may not be very consistent, but, again, the 
interest of the table lies in the characteristics of the 
higher specialization ranges. Firms specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher average size 
and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics 
based on a sample of firms reporting both income 
statement and balance sheet information. While only 
some of the more commonly used financial ratios are 
listed in Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional 
ratios are available from Table 4. It may be pointed 
out that the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross 
revenue, whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and leasing. Similarly, equity ratios may be 
inflated and show variations over time due to financ- 
ing through credit and carry over of deficits.

The data presented in this publication represents 
only a selected portion of total 1979 statistical infor- 
mation available on the non-residential general build- 
ing contracting industry. Additional breakdowns, sta- 
tistics and definitions are available on request to users 
subject to the conditions of the Statistics Act.

Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts.

New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major reno- 


Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se 
spécialisent dans la construction neuve ou dans les répara- 
tions. Bien qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises se 
spécialisent dans les réparations, les entrées tracent un profil 
intéressant de ce type de travaux. Les entreprises de répara- 
tion ont davantage recours a la main-d’oeuvre, tandis que la 
sous-traitance leur est relativement peu importante.

Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
Vétaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les réno- 


vations where either a structural change takes place or 
the life of an existing asset is extended beyond its 
normal life expectancy. All other work is defined as 
repair construction. This is generally construction 
necessitated by damage or deterioration and includes 
minor renovations and alterations made to maintain 
the operating efficiency of existing structures, other 
than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows: 


Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, food 
canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill buildings, 
railway stations, railway shops, engine houses, water 
and fuel stations etc.. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated stor- 
age buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, restau- 
rants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail and 
wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, service 
stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and recrea- 
tional buildings, laundries etc.. 


Institutional buildings. Educational buildings (schools, 
universities, etc.), churches and other religious build- 
ings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first aid stations, 
homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, etc.. 


Other non-residential buildings. Farm buildings (exclud- 
ing dwellings), broadcasting, radio and television, 
relay and booster stations, airplane hangars, passen- 
ger terminals (bus, boat, air and other), armouries, 
barracks, drill halls, bunkhouses, dormitories, camp 
cookeries, bush depots, camps, laboratories, etc.. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


In censuses prior to 1975, data were collected by 
direct survey questionnaire and made available at the 
reported level only. No estimate was made for non- 
response or for firms not included in the census. It was 
known, however, that the majority of missing firms 
were small and that the coverage in terms of dollar 
volume ranged from 85% to 90% for most of the 
various sub-industry groups. For census cycles begin- 
ning 1975, a blend of direct survey and systematic 
sampling methods is used to provide universe level 
estimates. 


For 1979, construction firms were separated by 
total operating revenue into two groups; those with 
more than $500,000 annual revenue and those with 
annual revenue in the range of $10,000 to $500,000. 
The larger firms received the census long form, of 
which a copy is provided at the end of this publica- 
tion. The smaller firms were stratified by sub-industry 
group, size range and province, from which a sample

Autres batiments non résidentiels. Batiments agricoles (sauf 
habitations), postes de diffusion et de retransmission (radio 
et télévision), hangars pour avions, gares de voyageurs (d’au- 
tocars, de bateaux, d’avions, etc.), manéges militaires, caser- 
nes, salles d’exercice, maisons de bicherons, dortoirs, cuisines 
de chantiers et camps, laboratoires, etc. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime.

Methodologie 


Lors des recensements antérieurs a 1975, les données ont 
été recueillies par voie de questionnaire direct et seuls les 
résultats des déclarations ont été rendus disponibles.

Other (non-construction) revenues include sales of 
materials, equipment rental, project management, 
building rental and other types of operating 
revenue.

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Introduction 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry, covered in this publication, consists of all 
business establishments specializing in the construc- 

_ tion of other than residential buildings. Data provided 
deal with total outputs of these operations, the major 
proportion of which is non-residential construction, 


classified to the four subgroups of industrial, commer- 


cial, institutional and other non-residential struc- 
tures. Minor portions of output include other con- 


struction such as residential building or heavy 
engineering. The construction output distribution of 
the industry is represented in Figure I.

Introduction

The industrial, commercial, institutional and other 
non-residential building activity of the non- 
residential industry, listed in this report, does not by 
any means represent all non-residential building pro- 
duced in the country. Substantial portions are pro- 
duced by: other segments of the construction industry 
such as residential builders and prime trades; owner 
builders who retain possession for rental purposes and 
for that reason are classified to the real estate rental 
industry and; other industries who do some construc- 
tion for own account or on contract but whose major 
revenue derives from other activities such as manu- 
facturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are pro- 
vided in the Statistics Canada publication Construc- 
tion in Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this 
annual are provided in Text Tables I to IV of the 
present publication. The non-residential, total activ- 
ity volume for 1980 is provided in Text Table IV, as 
follows: 


Industrial $3,005 million, Commercial $5,912 million, 
Institutional $2,157 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $1,594 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $48,327 
million for 1980, the total of these four structure 
groups, or $12,668 million can be seen to be substan-

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not repre- 
sent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1980 indicate that the non- 
residential general building contracting industry per- 
formed $6,374 million worth of construction and an 
additional $97 million worth of other activities, 
amounting to a total gross revenue of $6,471 million. 
Included in this amount is a volume of $3,533 million 
of work sub-contracted out to trade contractors, leav- 
ing a volume of work done by own labour force of 
$2,938 million, with a wage content of $806 million. 
Incidence of subcontracting is high due to scale and 
complexity of projects. 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social 
type construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $10.5 billion in 1980 of 
which the industry covered a share of $4.6 billion or 
44%. The latter satisfies mainly a public sector de- 
mand and is much smaller, with a size of $2.2 billion 
in 1980. Here the industry’s market share was $1.2 
billion or 55%. The remaining market share as men- 
tioned, is produced by construction and other indus- 
tries, whose main revenue does not derive from non- 
residential construction. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by prov- 
ince and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the indus- 
try and form a basis for economic analysis regarding 
concentration and scale of plant.

Revue général

Dans le secteur non résidentiel, l’industrie des entreprises 
générales en construction non-domiciliaire desservent deux 
grands marchés distincts - celui des batiments industriels et 
commerciaux et celui des batiments institutionnels ou so- 
ciaux. La demande du premier marché provient surtout du 
secteur privé. Il s’agit du marché le plus important, et de loin: 
Vindustrie a exécuté 44% (soit $4.6 milliards) des travaux de 
$10.5 milliards réalisés en 1980. En revanche, le deuxiéme 
grand marché répond principalement a la demande du sec- 
teur public; de taille beaucoup plus petite, ce marché a 
totalisé une valeur de $2.2 milliard en 1980, la part de 
V’industrie s’étant élevée a $1.2 milliard (ou 55%).

The largest 122 firms produce 57% of total output, 
the largest 557 produce 86% and the largest 893 
produce 93%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
probably running at around 53% the industry com- 
pares favourably in terms of competitiveness with 
other industries, such as manufacturing. Considera- 
tion of profit to revenue and profit to assets ratios at 
the total Canada level (as in Table 5) would indicate 
a plant size of between 750,000 and 1 million dollars 
to have an optimum scale in this industry. 


The proportion of subcontract costs progressively 
increases over increasing size groups offsetting most 
other costs, which show a decreasing trend. The in- 
creasing subcontract costs also cause profits to de- 
crease over increasing size groups on a gross of sub- 
contracts revenue basis. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among prov- 
inces is depicted in Figure III.

Productivity over the size groups does not vary 
significantly. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is toa large extent obtained 
by an increase in the number of firms. Machinery and 
equipment purchases may not give a clear picture of 
substitution of capital investment for labour due to a 
high incidence of equipment rental. It should be noted 
that size groups are based on current dollars. This 
causes an artificial movement toward the larger size 
groups over time.

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Table 2 groups establishments by their special- 
ization in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In cover- 
age terms, specialization in repair is not very strong. 
Repair firms only do 13% of all repair work done by 
this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges 
of specialization in construction types. The special- 
ization in this case is expressed as the percentage of 
major type of construction to total construction per- 
formed. Specialization by the individual firm, over 
time may not be very consistent, but, again, the 
interest of the table lies in the characteristics of the 
higher specialization ranges. Firms specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher average size 
and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics 
based on a sample of firms reporting both income 
statement and balance sheet information. While only 
some of the more commonly used financial ratios are 
listed in Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional 
ratios are available from Table 4. It may be pointed 
out that the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross 
revenue, whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and leasing. Similarly, equity ratios may be 
inflated and show variations over time due to financ- 
ing through credit and carry over of deficits.

The data presented in this publication represents 
only a selected portion of total 1980 statistical infor- 
mation available on the non-residential general build- 
ing contracting industry. Additional breakdowns, sta- 
tistics and definitions are available on request to 
users, subject to the conditions of the Statistics Act.

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major reno- 
vations where either a structural change takes place or

the life of an existing asset is extended beyond its 
normal life expectancy. All other work is defined as 
repair construction. This is generally construction 
necessitated by damage or deterioration and includes 
minor renovations and alterations made to maintain 
the operating efficiency of existing structures, other 
than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows: 


Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, food 
canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill buildings, 
railway stations, railway shops, engine houses, water 
and fuel stations etc.. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated stor- 
age buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, restau- 
rants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail and 
wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, service 
stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and recrea- 
tional buildings, laundries etc.. 


Institutional buildings. Educational buildings (schools, 
universities, etc.), churches and other religious build- 
ings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first aid stations, 
homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, etc.. 


Other non-residential buildings. Farm buildings (exclud- 
ing dwellings), broadcasting, radio and television, 
relay and booster stations, airplane hangars, passen- 
ger terminals (bus, boat, air and other), armouries, 
barracks, drill halls, bunkhouses, dormitories, camp 
cookeries, bush depots, camps, laboratories, etc.. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


In censuses prior to 1975, data were collected by 
direct survey questionnaire and made available at the 
reported level only. No estimate was made for non- 
response or for firms not included in the census. It was 
known, however, that the majority of missing firms 
were small and that the coverage in terms of dollar 
volume ranged from 85% to 90% for most of the 
various sub-industry groups. For census cycles begin- 
ning 1975, a blend of direct survey and systematic 
sampling methods is used to provide universe level 
estimates. 


For 1980, construction firms were separated by 
total operating revenue into two groups; those with 
more than $500,000 annual revenue and those with 
annual revenue in the range of $10,000 to $500,000. 
The larger firms received the census long form, of 
which a copy is provided at the end of this publica- 
tion. The smaller firms were stratified by sub-industry 
group, size range and province, from which a sample

Ecoles et universités, églises et autres 
édifices religieux, hdépitaux, sanatoriums, cliniques, postes de 
premiers soins, foyers pour personnes Agées, prisons et péni- 
tenciers, etc. 


Batiments agricoles (sauf 
habitations), postes de diffusion et de retransmission (radio 
et télévision), hangars pour avions, gares de voyageurs (d’au- 
tocars, de bateaux, d’avions, etc.), manéges militaires, caser- 
nes, salles d’exercice, maisons de bicherons, dortoirs, cuisines 
de chantiers et camps, laboratoires, etc.

Methodologie 


Lors des recensements antérieurs a 197 5, les données ont 
été recueillies par voie de questionnaire direct et seuls les 
résultats des déclarations ont été rendus disponibles. Autre- 
ment dit, aucune estimation n’a été faite pour tenir compte 
des non-répondants et des entreprises non recensées. Or, on 
savait que la plupart des entreprises manquantes étaient 
petites et que les entreprises prises en compte intervenaient 
pour 85% 490% du volume monétaire dans la plupart des 
divers sous-groupes de l'industrie.

was selected for the collection of financial and non- 
financial data. The sampling rates varied between 
10% and 50% for firms with less than $50,000 annual 
revenue. Financial data were collected for all firms 
with between $375,000 and $500,000 total operating 
revenue. The financial information was obtained from 
administrative records provided by Revenue Canada. 
Non-financial data (i.e. operating characteristics and 
labour data) were collected for a sub sample of this 
group, numbering approximately 7,000 contractors, 
by means of an abbreviated survey form. The sample 
results were inflated to the universe level using the 
weight associated with each record in the sample. The 
weight for a record was calculated as the inverse of its 
probability of inclusion in the sample (sampling rate) 
corrected for non-response. The large and small firm 
results were then merged and tabulated to produce 
the tables contained in this publication. 


During 1981 and 1982, a comprehensive review was 
undertaken of sampling procedures, data qualities 
and methodologies employed in the generation of the 
Census of the Construction Industry small firm uni- 
verse. As a result of this review, improvements were 
made possible. Statistical users familiar with previous 
year issues of this publication will note that the 1980 
data show significant increases in population and 
activity level, attributable to these improvements. 
Following further quantification of coverage prob- 
lems, revised data series for earlier years will be 
produced.

Les utilisateurs qui connaissent bien les numéros antérieurs 
de cette publication remarqueront que les données de 1980 
indiquent une augmentation substantielle du nombre d’en- 
treprises et de leurs niveaux d’activité qui est attribuable a 
ces améliorations. Nous serons en mesure de produire des 
séries révisées pour les années antérieures aprés avoir mieux 
pallié aux problémes de couverture.

The non-residential general building contracting 
industry, covered in this publication, consists of all 
general contracting business establishments specializ- 
ing in the construction of buildings other than resi- 
dential. Data provided deal with total outputs of these 
operations, the major proportion of which is non- 
residential construction, classified to the four sub- 
groups of industrial, commercial, institutional and 
other non-residential structures. Minor portions of 
output include other construction such as residential 
building or heavy engineering. The construction out- 
put distribution of the industry is represented in 
Figure I.

Introduction

The industrial, commercial, institutional and other 
non-residential building activity of the non- 
residential industry, listed in this report, does not by 
any means represent all non-residential building pro- 
duced in the country. Substantial portions are pro- 
duced by: other segments of the construction industry 
such as residential builders and prime trades; owner 
builders who retain possession for rental purposes and 
for that reason are classified to the real estate rental 
industry; and other industries who do some construc- 
tion for own account or on contract but whose major 
revenue derives from other activities such as manu- 
facturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are pro- 
vided in the Statistics Canada publication Construc- 
tion in Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this 
annual are provided in Text Tables I to IV of the 
present publication. Figure II presents a breakdown 
of the total construction program for 1981. The non- 
residential, total activity volume for 1981 is detailed 
in Text Table IV, as follows: 


Industrial $3,498 million, Commercial $6,986 million, 
Institutional $2,571 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $2,117 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $56,884 
million for 1981, the total of these four structure 
groups, or $15,172 million can be seen to be substan- 
tially more than the $6,873 million volume estimate 
for non-residential construction in this publication 
(Table 1, items 12 to 15). Percentage contributions to 
the difference are estimated to be as follows:

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not repre- 
sent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1981 indicate that the non- 
residential general building contracting industry per- 
formed $7,482 million worth of construction and an 
additional $117 million worth of other activities, 
amounting to a total gross revenue of $7,599 million.

Revue général

The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social 
type construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $12.6 billion in 1981 of 
which the industry covered a share of $5.5 billion or 
44%. The latter satisfies mainly a public sector de- 
mand and is much smaller, with a size of $2.6 billion 
in 1981. Here the industry’s market share was $1.4 
billion or 54%. The remaining market share as men- 
tioned, is produced by construction and other indus- 
tries, whose main revenue does not derive from non- 
residential construction. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by prov- 
ince and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the indus- 
try and form a basis for economic analysis regarding 
concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 135 firms produce 56% of total output, 
the largest 679 produce 87% and the largest 1057 
produce 94%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
probably running at around 50% the industry com- 
pares favourably in terms of competitiveness with 
other industries, such as manufacturing. Considera- 
tion of profit to revenue and profit to assets ratios at 
the total Canada level (as in Table 5) would indicate 
a plant size of between 750,000 and 1 million dollars 
to have an optimum scale in this industry. 


The proportion of subcontract costs progressively 
increases over increasing size groups offsetting most 
other costs, which show a decreasing trend. The in- 
creasing subcontract costs also cause profits to de- 
crease over increasing size groups on a gross of sub- 
contracts revenue basis. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among prov- 
inces is depicted in Figure IV.

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Productivity does not vary significantly over the 
size groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent obtained 
by an increase in the number of firms. Machinery and 
equipment purchases may not give a clear picture of 
substitution of capital investment for labour due toa 
high incidence of equipment rental. It should be noted 
that size groups are based on current dollars. This 
causes an artificial movement toward the larger size 
groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their special- 
ization in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In cover- 
age terms, specialization in repair is not very strong. 
Repair firms only do 26% of all repair work done by 
this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges 
of specialization in construction types. The special- 
ization in this case is expressed as the percentage of 
major type of construction to total construction per- 
formed. Specialization by the individual firm, over 
time may not be-very consistent, but, again, the

Firms specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher average size 
and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics 
based on a sample of firms reporting both income 
statement and balance sheet information. While only 
some of the more commonly used financial ratios are 
listed in Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional 
ratios are available from Table 4. It may be pointed 
out that the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross 
revenue, whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and high incidence of leasing. Similarly, equity 
ratios may be inflated and show variations over time 
due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits. -

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major reno- 
vations where either a structural change takes place or 
the life of an existing asset is extended beyond its 
normal life expectancy. All other work is defined as 
repair construction. This is generally construction 
necessitated by damage or deterioration and includes 
minor renovations and alterations made to maintain 
the operating efficiency of existing structures, other 
than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows: 


Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, food 
canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill buildings, 
railway stations, railway shops, engine houses, water 
and fuel stations etc.. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated stor- 
age buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, restau- 
rants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail and

Renseignements supplementaires 


Les données de la présente publication ne représentent 
qu’une partie de l’ensemble des statistiques de 1981 sur 
l'industrie des entreprises générales en construction non- 
domiciliaire. Dans les limites permises par la Loi sur la 
statistique, les utilisateurs peuvent obtenir sur demande des 
ventilations, des statistiques et des définitions supplémentai- 
res. Il sont priés de communiquer avec la Division de la 
construction de Statistique Canada. 


Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
étaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les réno- 
vations importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure 
d’un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa 
durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux sont considérés 
comme des réparations. Celles-ci consistent habituellement 
en des travaux nécessités par l’endommagement ou la déte- 
rioration et elles englobent les rénovations et modifications 
mineures (autres que les travaux d’entretien) effectuées afin 
de maintenir lefficacité opérationnelle de _ structures 
existantes. 


Voici les types d’immeuble que l’on retrouve dans les 
genres de construction (tableau 3): 


Batiments industriels. Usines, ateliers, conserveries d’aliments, 
fonderies, batiments miniers, gares de chemin de fer, ateliers 
ferroviaires, remises pour locomotives, réservoirs d’eau et de 
combustible, etc. 


Batiment commerciaux. Entrepdéts, entrepots frigorifiques, 
élévateurs a grain, hdtels, clubs, restaurants, cafétérias, mo- 
tels, immeubles 4 bureaux, magasins de gros et de détail, 


wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, service 
stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and recrea- 
tional buildings, laundries etc.. 


Institutional buildings. Educational buildings (schools, 
universities, etc.), churches and other religious build- 
ings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first aid stations, 
homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, etc.. 


Other non-residential buildings. Farm buildings (exclud- 
ing dwellings), broadcasting, radio and television, 
relay and booster stations, airplane hangars, passen- 
ger terminals (bus, boat, air and other), armouries, 
barracks, drill halls, bunkhouses, dormitories, camp 
cookeries, bush depots, camps, laboratories, etc.. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


In censuses prior to 1975, data were collected by 
direct survey questionnaire and made available at the 
reported level only. No estimate was made for non- 
response or for firms not included in the census. It was 
known, however, that the majority of missing firms 
was small and that the coverage in terms of dollar 
volume ranged from 85% to 90% for most of the 
various sub-industry groups. For census cycles begin- 
ning in 1975, a blend of direct survey and systematic 
sampling methods is used to provide universe level 
estimates. 


For 1981, construction firms were separated by 
total operating revenue into two groups; those with 
more than $500,000 annual revenue and those with 
annual revenue in the range of $10,000 to $500,000. 
The larger firms received the census long form, of 
which a copy is provided at the end of this publica- 
tion. The smaller firms were stratified by sub-industry 
group, size range and province, from which a sample 
was selected for the collection of financial and non- 
financial data. The sampling rates varied between 
10% and 50% for firms with less than $50,000 annual 
revenue. Financial data were collected for all firms 
with between $375,000 and $500,000 total operating 
revenue. The financial information was obtained from 
administrative records provided by Revenue Canada. 
Non-financial data (i.e. operating characteristics and 
labour data) were collected for a sub sample of this 
group, numbering approximately 7,000 contractors, 
by means of an abbreviated survey form. The sample 
results were inflated to the universe level using the 
weight associated with each record in the sample. The 
weight for a record was calculated as the inverse of its 
probability of inclusion in the sample (sampling rate). 
The large and small firm results were then merged 
and tabulated to produce the tables contained in this 
publication.

The non-residential general building contracting 
industry, covered in this publication, consists of all 
general contracting business establishments specializ- 
ing in the construction of buildings other than resi- 
dential. Data provided deal with total outputs of these 
operations, the major proportion of which is non- 
residential construction, classified to the four sub- 
groups of industrial, commercial, institutional and 
other non-residential structures. Minor portions of 
output include other construction such as residential 
building or heavy engineering. The construction out- 
put distribution of the industry is represented in 
Figure I.

Substantial portions are pro- 
duced by: other segments of the construction industry 
such as residential builders and prime trades; owner 
builders who retain possession for rental purposes and 
for that reason are classified to the real estate rental 
industry; and other industries who do some construc- 
tion for own account or on contract but whose major 
revenue derives from other activities such as manu- 
facturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are pro- 
vided in the Statistics Canada publication Construc- 
tion in Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this 
annual are provided in Text Tables I to IV of the 
present publication. Figure II presents a breakdown 
of the total construction program for 1982. The non- 
residential, total activity volume for 1982 is detailed 
in Text Table IV, as follows: 


Industrial $3,044 million, Commercial $7,064 million, 
Institutional $3,092 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $2,062 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $56,065 
million for 1982, the total of these four structure 
groups, or $15,262 million can be seen to be substan- 
tially more than the $6,552 million volume estimate 
for non-residential construction in this publication 
(Table 1, items 12 to 15). Percentage contributions to 
the difference are estimated to be as follows: 


other construction industry 60%, Real Estate indus- 
try 17% and other industries 23%.

Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not repre- 
sent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1982 indicate that the non- 
residential general building contracting industry per- 
formed $7,238 million worth of construction and an 
additional $103 million worth of other activities, 
amounting to a total gross revenue of $7,341 million.

Incidence of subcontracting is high due to scale and 
complexity of projects. 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social 
type construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $12.2 billion in 1982 of 
which the industry covered a share of $5.0 billion or 
41%. The latter satisfies mainly a public sector de- 
mand and is much smaller, with a size of $3.1 billion 
in 1982. Here the industry’s market share was $1.5 
billion or 48%. The remaining market share as men- 
tioned, is produced by construction and other indus- 
tries, whose main revenue does not derive from non- 
residential construction. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by prov- 
ince and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the indus- 
try and form a basis for economic analysis regarding 
concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 125 firms produce 56% of total output, 
the largest 624 produce 85% and the largest 1006 
produce 92%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
running at 49% the industry compares favourably in 
terms of competitiveness with other industries, such 
as manufacturing. Consideration of profit to revenue 
and profit to assets ratios at the total Canada level (as 
in Table 5) would indicate a plant size of between $2 
and $10 million to have an optimum scale in this 
industry. 


The proportion of subcontract costs progressively 
increases over increasing size groups offsetting most 
other costs, which show a decreasing trend. The in- 
creasing subcontract costs also cause profits to de- 
crease Over increasing size groups on a gross of sub- 
contracts revenue basis. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among prov- 
inces is depicted in Figure IV.

Le tableau 1 présente les caractéristiques de l’industrie par 
province et par tranche de taille.

Les 125 plus grandes entreprises réalisent 56% de l’ensem- 
ble des travaux, les 624 plus grandes en exécutent 85% et les 
1006 plus grandes, 92%. Le coefficient de concentration des 
100 principales entreprises s’établit 4 49%; aussi l’industrie 
est-elle aussi concurrentielle que d’autres, dont celle de la 
fabrication. Suivant le rapport des bénéfices aux recettes et 
celui des bénéfices 4 l’avoir au niveau national (tableau 5), 
l’étendue optimale des opérations dans cette industrie varie 
entre $2 et $10 millions. 


La proportion des cotits de la soustraitance augmente a 
mesure qu’augmente la taille des recettes et ainsi compense 
pour la diminution de la majorité des autres cots.

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Productivity does not vary significantly over the 
size groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent obtained 
by an increase in the number of firms. Machinery and 
equipment purchases may not give a clear picture of 
substitution of capital investment for labour due to a 
high incidence of equipment rental. It should be noted 
that size groups are based on current dollars. This 
causes an artificial movement toward the larger size 
groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their special- 
ization in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In cover- 
age terms, specialization in repair is not very strong. 
Repair firms only do 34% of all repair work done by 
this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges 
of specialization in construction types. The special- 
ization in this case is expressed as the percentage of 
major type of construction to total construction per- 
formed. Specialization by the individual firm, over 
time may not be very consistent, but, again, the

Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se 
spécialisent dans la construction neuve ou dans les répara- 
tions. Bien qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises se 
spécialisent dans les réparations, les entrées tracent un profil 
intéressant de ce type de travaux. Les entreprises de répara- 
tion ont davantage recours 4 la main-d’oeuvre, tandis que la 
sous-traitance leur est relativement peu importante. La 
spécialisation dans les réparations représente une petite 
partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de réparation 
n’exécutent que 34% de tous les travaux de réparation du 
secteur non résidentiel. 


Au tableau 3, les entreprises sont regroupées selon le degré 
de spécialisation par genre de construction. Aux fins du 
tableau, la spécialisation est exprimée sous forme de pourcen- 
tage du genre principal de construction par rapport a |’en- 
semble des travaux exécutés. Une entreprise donnée peut 
changer sa spécialisation avec le temps, mais l’intérét du 
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interest of the table lies in the characteristics of the 
higher specialization ranges. Firms specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher average size 
and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics 
based on a sample of firms reporting both income 
statement and balance sheet information. While only 
some of the more commonly used financial ratios are 
listed in Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional 
ratios are available from Table 4. It may be pointed 
out that the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross 
revenue, whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and high incidence of leasing. Similarly, equity 
ratios may be inflated and show variations over time 
due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits. ~

The data presented in this publication represent 
only a selected portion of total 1982 statistical infor- 
mation available on the non-residential general build- 
ing contracting industry. Additional breakdowns, sta- 
tistics and definitions are available on request to 
users, subject to the conditions of the Statistics Act.

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major reno- 
vations where either a structural change takes place or 
the life of an existing asset is extended beyond its 
normal life expectancy. All other work is defined as 
repair construction. This is generally construction 
necessitated by damage or deterioration and includes 
minor renovations and alterations made to maintain 
the operating efficiency of existing structures, other 
than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows: 


Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, food 
canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill buildings, 
railway stations, railway shops, engine houses, water 
and fuel stations etc. See footnote 18 at end of 
publication. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated stor- 
age buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, restau- 
rants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail and

Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
Pétaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 A la fin de cette 
publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les réno- 
vations importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure 
d’un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa 
durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux sont considérés 
comme des réparations. Celles-ci consistent habituellement 
en des travaux nécessités par l’endommagement ou la dété- 
rioration et elles englobent les rénovations et modifications 
mineures (autres que les travaux d’entretien) effectuées afin 
de maintenir lefficacité opérationnelle de structures 
existantes.

wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, service 
stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and recrea- 
tional buildings, laundries etc. 


Institutional buildings. Educational buildings (schools, 
universities, etc.), churches and other religious build- 
ings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first aid stations, 
homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, etc. 


Other non-residential buildings. Farm buildings (exclud- 
ing dwellings), broadcasting, radio and television, 
relay and booster stations, airplane hangars, passen- 
ger terminals (bus, boat, air and other), armouries, 
barracks, drill halls, bunkhouses, dormitories, camp 
cookeries, bush depots, camps, laboratories, etc. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


In censuses prior to 1975, data were collected by 
direct survey questionnaire and made available at the 
reported level only. No estimate was made for non- 
response or for firms not included in the census. It was 
known, however, that the majority of missing firms 
was small and that the coverage in terms of dollar 
volume ranged from 85% to 90% for most of the 
various sub-industry groups. For census cycles begin- 
ning in 1975, a blend of direct survey and systematic 
sampling methods is used to provide universe level 
estimates. 


For 1982, construction firms were separated by 
total operating revenue into two groups; those with 
more than $500,000 annual revenue and those with 
annual revenue in the range of $10,000 to $500,000. 
The larger firms received the census long form, of 
which a copy is provided at the end of this publica- 
tion. The smaller firms were stratified by sub-industry 
group, size range and province, from which a sample 
was selected for the collection of financial and non- 
financial data. The sampling rates varied between 
10% and 50% for firms with less than $50,000 annual 
revenue. Financial data were collected for all firms 
with between $375,000 and $500,000 total operating 
revenue. The financial information was obtained from 
administrative records provided by Revenue Canada. 
Non-financial data (i.e. operating characteristics and 
labour data) were collected for a sub sample of this 
group, numbering approximately 7,000 contractors, 
by means of an abbreviated survey form. The sample 
results were inflated to the universe level using the 
weight associated with each record in the sample. The 
weight for a record was calculated as the inverse of its 
probability of inclusion in the sample (sampling rate). 
The large and small firm results were then merged 
and tabulated to produce the tables contained in this 
publication.

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Introduction 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry, covered in this publication, consists of all 
general contracting business establishments specializ- 
ing in the construction of buildings other than resi- 
dential. Data provided deal with total outputs of these 
operations, the major proportion of which is non- 
residential construction, classified to the four sub- 
groups of industrial, commercial, institutional and 
other non-residential structures. Minor portions of 
output include other construction such as residential 
building or heavy engineering. The construction out- 
put distribution of the industry is represented in 
Figure I.

Introduction 


La présente publication porte sur l’industrie des entrepri- 
ses générales en construction non-domiciliaire, dont l’univers 
englobe tous les entrepreneurs généraux spécialisés dans la 
construction d’immeubles non résidentiels.

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In addition to construction revenue, the total oper- 
ating revenue of the industry includes revenues from 
other activities such as project management, rentals 
and sales of materials (e.g. item 24, Table 1).

The industrial, commercial, institutional and other 
non-residential building activity of the non- 
residential industry, listed in this report, does not by 
any means represent all non-residential building pro- 
duced in the country. Substantial portions are pro- 
duced by: other segments of the construction industry 
such as residential builders and prime trades; owner 
builders who retain possession for rental purposes and 
for that reason are classified to the real estate rental 
industry; and other industries who do some construc- 
tion for own account or on contract but whose major 
revenue derives from other activities such as manu- 
facturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are pro- 
vided in the Statistics Canada publication Construc- 
tion in Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this 
annual are provided in Text Tables I to IV of the 
present publication. Figure II presents a breakdown 
of the total construction program for 1983. The non- 
residential, total activity volume for 1983 is detailed 
in Text Table IV, as follows: 


Industrial $2,450 million, Commercial $6,482 million, 
Institutional $3,065 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $1,905 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $55,948 
million for 1983, the total of these four structure 
groups, or $13,902 million can be seen to be substan- 
tially more than the $5,480 million volume estimate 
for non-residential construction in this publication 
(Table 1, items 12 to 15). Percentage contributions to 
the difference are estimated to be as follows:

try 13% and other industries 24%.

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not repre- 
sent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1983 indicate that the non- 
residential general building contracting industry per- 
formed $5,969 million worth of construction and an 
additional $83 million worth of other activities, 
amounting to a total gross revenue of $6,053 million.

Revue général 


Les utilisateurs sont priés de noter que les tableaux 1, 2 et

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Included in this amount is a volume of $3,780 million 
of work sub-contracted out to trade contractors, leav- 
ing a volume of work done by own labour force of 
$2,273 million, with a wage content of $612 million. 
Incidence of subcontracting is high due to scale and 
complexity of projects. 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social 
type construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $10.8 billion in 1983 of 
which the industry covered a share of $4.0 billion or 
37%. The latter satisfies mainly a public sector de- 
mand and is much smaller, with a size of $3.1 billion 
in 1983. Here the industry’s market share was $1.4 
billion or 45%. The remaining market share as men- 
tioned, is produced by construction and other indus- 
tries, whose main revenue does not derive from non- 
residential construction. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by prov- 
ince and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the indus- 
try and form a basis for economic analysis regarding 
concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 103 firms produce 53% of total output, 
the largest 543 produce 84% and the largest 867 
produce 92%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
running at 52% the industry compares favourably in 
terms of competitiveness with other industries, such 
as manufacturing. Consideration of profit to revenue 
and profit to assets ratios at the total Canada level (as 
in Table 5) would indicate a plant size of between $2 
and $10 million to have an optimum scale in this 
industry. 


The proportion of subcontract costs progressively 
increases over increasing size groups offsetting most 
other costs, which show a decreasing trend. The in- 
creasing subcontract costs also cause profits to de- 
crease over increasing size groups on a gross of sub- 
contracts revenue basis. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among prov- 
inces is depicted in Figure IV.

Productivity does not vary significantly over the 
size groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent obtained 
by an increase in the number of firms. Machinery and 
equipment purchases may not give a clear picture of 
substitution of capital investment for labour due to a 
high incidence of equipment rental. It should be noted 
that size groups are based on current dollars. This 
causes an artificial movement toward the larger size 
groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their special- 
ization in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In cover- 
age terms, specialization in repair is not very strong. 
Repair firms only do 25% of all repair work done by 
this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges 
of specialization in construction types. The special- 
ization in this case is expressed as the percentage of 
major type of construction to total construction per- 
formed. Specialization by the individual firm, over 
time may not be very consistent, but, again, the

Au tableau 3, les entreprises sont regroupées selon le degré 
de spécialisation par genre de construction. Aux fins du 
tableau, la spécialisation est exprimée sous forme de pourcen- 
tage du genre principal de construction par rapport a |’en- 
semble des travaux exécutés. Une entreprise donnée peut 
changer sa spécialisation avec le temps, mais l’intérét du 
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interest of the table lies in the characteristics of the 
higher specialization ranges. Firms specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher average size 
and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. . 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics 
based on a sample of firms reporting both income 
statement and balance sheet information. While only 
some of the more commonly used financial ratios are 
listed in Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional 
ratios are available from Table 4. It may be pointed 
out that the profit to revenue'ratio is based on gross 
revenue, whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and high incidence of leasing. Similarly, equity 
ratios may be inflated and show variations over time 
due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits.

The data presented in this publication represent 
only a selected portion of total 1983 statistical infor- 
mation available on the non-residential general build- 
ing contracting industry. Additional breakdowns, sta- 
tistics and definitions are available on request to 
users, subject to the conditions of the Statistics Act.

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major reno- 
vations where either a structural change takes place or 
the life of an existing asset is extended beyond its 
normal life expectancy. All other work is defined as 
repair construction. This is generally construction 
necessitated by damage or deterioration and includes 
minor renovations and alterations made to maintain 
the operating efficiency of existing structures, other 
than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows: 


Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, food 
canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill buildings, 
railway stations, railway shops, engine houses, water 
and fuel stations etc. See footnote 18 at end of 
publication.

Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
étaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les réno- 
vations importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure 
d’un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa 
durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux sont considérés 
comme des réparations. Celles-ci consistent habituellement 
en des travaux nécessités par l’endommagement ou la dété- 
rioration et elles englobent les rénovations et modifications 
mineures (autres que les travaux d’entretien) effectuées afin 
de maintenir lefficacité opérationnelle de structures 
existantes. 


Voici les types d’immeuble que |’on retrouve dans les 
genres de construction (tableau 3): 


Batiments industriels. Usines, ateliers, conserveries d’aliments, 
fonderies, batiments miniers, gares de chemin de fer, ateliers 
ferroviaires, remises pour locomotives, réservoirs d’eau et de 
combustible, etc. Voir la note 18 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated stor- 
age buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, restau- 
rants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail and 
wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, service 
stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and recrea- 
tional buildings, laundries etc. 


Institutional buildings. Educational buildings (schools, 
universities, etc.), churches and other religious build- 
ings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first aid stations, 
homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, etc. 


Other non-residential buildings. Farm buildings (exclud- 
ing dwellings), broadcasting, radio and television, 
relay and booster stations, airplane hangars, passen- 
ger terminals (bus, boat, air and other), armouries, 
barracks, drill halls, bunkhouses, dormitories, camp 
cookeries, bush depots, camps, laboratories, etc. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


In censuses prior to 1975, data were collected by 
direct survey questionnaire and made available at the 
reported level only. No estimate was made for non- 
response or for firms not included in the census. It was 
known, however, that the majority of missing firms 
was small and that the coverage in terms of dollar 
volume ranged from 85% to 90% for most of the 
various sub-industry groups. For census cycles begin- 
ning in 1975, a blend of direct survey and systematic 
sampling methods is used to provide universe level 
estimates. 


For 1983, construction firms were separated by 
total operating revenue into two groups; those with 
more than $750,000 annual revenue and those with 
annual revenue in the range of $10,000 to $750,000. 
The larger firms received the census long form, of 
which a copy is provided at the end of this publica- 
tion. The smaller firms were stratified by sub-industry 
group, size range and province, from which a sample 
was selected for the collection of financial and non- 
financial data. The small firm universe was subdi- 
vided into small, medium and large firm groups - 
defined by annual operating revenue - which were 
then sampled at rates of 10%, 50% and 100% respec- 
tively. The financial information was obtained from 
administrative records provided by Revenue Canada. 
Non-financial data (i.e. operating characteristics and 
labour data) were collected for a sub sample of this 
group, numbering approximately 9,000 contractors, 
by means of an abbreviated survey form. The sample 
results were inflated to the universe level using the 
weight associated with each record in the sample. The 
weight for a record was calculated as the inverse of its

Due to changes in the Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tion, which were implemented for the 1980 census 
cycle, coverage was altered. As a result a shift of 
establishments from the Non-Residential Building 
Industry to the Heavy Engineering Industry may 
have taken place in certain areas. 

Beginning in 1976, expenditures for the construction 
industry are projected from benchmark data derived 
from annual censuses of the construction industry.

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Introduction 


The non-residential building industry, covered in 
this publication, consists of all business establish- 
ments specializing in the construction of buildings 
other than residential. Data provided deal with total 
outputs of these operations, the major proportion of 
which is non-residential construction, classified to the 
three subgroups of industrial, commercial and institu- 
tional structures. Minor portions of output include 
other construction such as residential building or 
heavy engineering. The construction output distri- 
bution of the industry is represented in Figure I.

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In addition to construction revenue, the total oper- 
ating revenue of the industry includes revenues from 
other activities such as project management, rentals 
and sales of materials (e.g. item 24, Table 1). 


Introduction 


La présente publication porte sur l’industrie de la cons- 
truction non-domiciliaire, dont l’univers englobe tous les 
établissements spécialisés dans la construction d’immeubles 
non résidentiels. Les chiffres présentés ont trait a la valeur 
globale des opérations, dont la plus grande partie sont liées a 
la construction non résidentielle (batiments industriels, com- 
merciaux et institutionnels). Une certaine partie des opéra- 
tions concernent d’autres travaux de construction tels que la 
construction résidentielle et les gros travaux de génie. La 
figure I donne la répartition de la valeur des travaux en 
cause.

The industrial, commercial and institutional build- 
ing activity of the non-residential industry, listed in 
this report, does not by any means represent all 
non-residential building produced in the country. 
Substantial portions are produced by: other segments 
of the construction industry such as residential build- 
ers and prime trades; owner builders who retain 
possession for rental purposes and for that reason are 
classified to the real estate rental industry; and other 
industries who do some construction for own account 
or on contract but whose major revenue derives from 
other activities such as manufacturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are pro- 
vided in the Statistics Canada publication Construc- 
tion in Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this 
annual are provided in Text Tables I to IV of the 
present publication. Figure II presents a breakdown 
of the total construction program for 1984. The non- 
residential, total activity volume for 1984 is detailed 
in Text Table IV, as follows: 


Industrial $2,708 million, Commercial $7,129 million, 
Institutional $2,924 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $2,003 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $56,574 
million for 1984, the total of these four structure 
groups, or $14,764 million can be seen to be substan- 
tially more than the $6,112 million volume estimate 
for non-residential construction in this publication 
(Table 1, items 12 to 15). Percentage contributions to 
the difference are estimated to be as follows: 


other construction industry 54%, Real Estate indus- 
try 12% and other industries 34%.

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not repre- 
sent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1984 indicate that the non- 
residential building industry performed $6,589 mil- 
lion worth of construction and an additional $64 
million worth of other activities, amounting to a total 
gross revenue of $6,653 million. Included in this 
amount is a volume of $4,140 million of work sub- 
contracted out to trade contractors, leaving a volume 
of work done by own labour force of $2,512 million,

Revue général 


Les utilisateurs sont priés de noter que les tableaux 1, 2 et

statistiques financiéres des tableaux 4 et 5 sont fondées sur 
les chiffres tirés tels quels de l’état des résultats et du bilan.

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with a wage content of $643 million. Incidence of 
subcontracting is high due to scale and complexity of 
projects. 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social 
type construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $11.8 billion in 1984 of 
which the industry covered a share of $4.6 billion or 
39%. The latter satisfies mainly a public sector de- 
mand and is much smaller, with a size of $2.9 billion 
in 1984. Here the industry’s market share was $1.5 
billion or 52%. The remaining market share as men- 
tioned, is produced by construction and other indus- 
tries, whose main revenue does not derive from non- 
residential construction. 


An increasing portion of new non-residential con- 
struction taking place is renovation work. On a total 
activity basis it is known that currently around 35% 
of all new non-residential expenditures are on reno- 
vating existing buildings. Included in this type of 
work are contracts for alterations, conversions, addi- 
tions, improvements, restoration, rehabilitation, re- 
trofitting and reconstruction. 


No exact measure of renovation volume, performed 
by this industry is available from census results. As 
pointed out earlier, only a portion of all non- 
residential construction is performed by general con- 
tractors and this is especially true for renovation, 
where most of the work is undertaken by special 
trades or smaller contractors specializing in this type 
of work. The large firm subsample of the census (firms 
with more than $750,000 annual revenue; see Method- 
ology, below) provides detail which includes the level 
of renovating activity. Tabulation shows that in 1984, 
out of 1,052 establishments in this group, 750 reported 
involvement in renovation work; their total construc- 
tion revenue was $3,350 million, out of which $686 
million was derived from renovation. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by prov- 
ince and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the indus- 
try and form a basis for economic analysis regarding 
concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 119 firms produce 56% of total output, 
the largest 570 produce 84% and the largest 926 
produce 92%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
running at 52% the industry compares favourably in 
terms of competitiveness with other industries, such 
as manufacturing. Consideration of profit to revenue 
and profit to assets ratios at the total Canada level (as 
in Table 5) would indicate a plant size of between $1 
and $2 million to have an optimum scale in this 
industry. 


The proportion of subcontract costs progressively 
increases over increasing size groups offsetting most

Dans le secteur non résidentiel, |’industrie des entreprises 
générales en construction non-domiciliaire desservent deux 
grands marchés distincts - celui des batiments industriels et 
commerciaux et celui des batiments institutionnels ou so- 
ciaux. La demande du premier marché provient surtout du 
secteur privé. Il s’agit du marché le plus important, et de loin: 
Vindustrie a exécuté 39% (soit $4.6 milliards) des travaux de 
$11.8 milliards réalisés en 1984. En revanche, le deuxiéme 
grand marché répond principalement a la demande du sec- 
teur public; de taille beaucoup plus petite, ce marché a 
totalisé une valeur de $2.9 milliards en 1984, la part de 
Vindustrie s’étant élevée 4 $1.5 milliard (ou 52% ). Le reste du 
marché est desservi par des entreprises de construction et 
autres, dont la plus grande partie des recettes ne proviennent 
pas de la construction non résidentielle.

Les résultats du recensement ne permettent pas de mesu- 
rer de facon exacte les travaux de rénovation réalisés par 
Vindustrie des entreprises générales en construciton non 
domiciliaire. Comme nous l’avons déja souligné, celle-ci 
effectue une partie seulement des travaux de construction 
non domiciliaire, surtout des travaux de rénovation, exécutés 
pour la plupart par des sous-traitants ou des petits entrepre- 
neurs spécialisés. Les grandes entreprises qui constituent le 
sous-échantillon du recensement, soit celles dont les recettes 
annuelles dépassent $750,000 (voir Méthodologie ci-dessous), 
fournissent des renseignements qui portent entre autres sur 
les travaux de rénovation. En 1984, comme V’illustrent les 
tableaux, 750 des 1,052 entreprises du sous-échantillon ont 
déclaré avoir exécuté des travaux de rénovation. Les recettes 
en construction de ces derniéres ont totalisé $3,350 millions, 
dont $686 millions au chapitre de la rénovation. 


Le tableau 1 présente les caractéristiques de l’industrie par 
province et par tranche de taille. Les données selon la tranche 
de taille peuvent servir a évaluer le rendement des entreprises 
appartenant 4a l’industrie et 4 analyser la concentration et 
Vétendue des opérations. 


Les 119 plus grandes entreprises réalisent 56% de l’ensem- 
ble des travaux, les 570 plus grandes en exécutent 84% et les 
926 plus grandes, 92%. Le coefficient de concentration des 
100 principales entreprises s’établit 4 52%; aussi l’industrie 
est-elle aussi concurrentielle que d’autres, dont celle de la 
fabrication. Suivant le rapport des bénéfices aux recettes et 
celui des bénéfices 4 l’avoir au niveau national (tableau 5), 
Vétendue optimale des opérations dans cette industrie varie 
entre $1 et $2 millions. 


La proportion des cots de la soustraitance augmente a

The in- 
creasing subcontract costs also cause profits to de- 
crease over increasing size groups on a gross of sub- 
contracts revenue basis.

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Productivity does not vary significantly over the 
size groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent obtained 
by an increase in the number of firms. Machinery and 
equipment purchases may not give a clear picture of 
substitution of capital investment for labour due to a 
high incidence of equipment rental. It should be noted 
that size groups are based on current dollars. This 
causes an artificial movement toward the larger size 
groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their special- 
ization in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In cover- 
age terms, specialization in repair is not very strong. 
Repair firms only do 29% of all repair work done by 
this industry.

Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se 
spécialisent dans la construction neuve ou dans les répara- 
tions. Bien qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises se 
spécialisent dans les réparations, les entrées tracent un profil 
intéressant de ce type de travaux. Les entreprises de répara- 
tion ont davantage recours a la main-d’oeuvre, tandis que la 
sous-traitance leur est relativement peu importante. La 
spécialisation dans les réparations représente une petite 
partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de réparation 
n’exécutent que 29% de tous les travaux de réparation du 
secteur non résidentiel. 
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In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges 
of specialization in construction types. The special- 
ization in this case is expressed as the percentage of 
major type of construction to total construction per- 
formed. Specialization by the individual firm, over 
time may not be very consistent, but, again, the 
interest of the table lies in the characteristics of the 
higher specialization ranges. Firms specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher average size 
and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 3 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics 
based on a sample of firms reporting both income 
statement and balance sheet information. While only 
some of the more commonly used financial ratios are 
listed in Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional 
ratios are available from Table 4. It may be pointed 
out that the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross 
revenue, whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and high incidence of leasing. Similarly, equity 
ratios may be inflated and show variations over time 
due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits.

The data presented in this publication represent 
only a selected portion of total 1984 statistical infor- 
mation available on the non-residential building in- 
dustry. Additional breakdowns, statistics and defini- 
tions are available on request to users, subject to the 
conditions of the Statistics Act.

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major reno- 
vations where either a structural change takes place or 
the life of an existing asset is extended beyond its 
normal life expectancy. All other work is defined as 
repair construction. This is generally construction 
necessitated by damage or deterioration and includes 
minor renovations and alterations made to maintain 
the operating efficiency of existing structures, other 
than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows:

Les entreprises spécialisées dans les 
batiments institutionnels ont, a cause de la nature des tra- 
vaux a exécuter, une taille moyenne plus forte et elles font 
davantage appel a la sous-traitance. 


Les tableaux 4 et 5 présentent des caractéristiques finan- 
ciéres établies a partir des données déclarées par un échantil- 
lon d’entreprises sur leur bilan et sur leur état des résultats. 
Bien que le tableau 5 ne donne que les ratios financiers les 
plus utilisés, les données essentielles au calcul de ratios 
supplémentaires figurent au tableau 4. Il convient de noter 
que le rapport des bénéfices aux recettes est fondé sur les 
recettes brutes, tandis que les recettes nettes (les recettes 
moins la valeur de la sous-traitance) conviennent mieux a 
certaines analyses. Le rapport des bénéfices a l’avoir peut 
sembler relativement élevé pour l’ensemble de l’industrie a 
cause du faible niveau des stocks et des immobilisations et du 
niveau relativement élevé de la location. Par ailleurs, le 
rapport de l’avoir net peut étre gonflé et évoluer dans le 
temps en raison du recours au crédit et du report des 
déficits. 


Renseignements supplémentaires 


Les données de la présente publication ne représentent 
qu’une partie de l’ensemble des statistiques de 1984 sur 
Vindustrie de la construction non-domiciliaire. Dans les 
limites permises par la Loi sur la statistique, les utilisateurs 
peuvent obtenir sur demande des ventilations, des statisti- 
ques et des définitions supplémentaires. I] sont priés de 
communiquer avec la Division de l’industrie de Statistique 
Canada. 


Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
Pétaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les réno- 
vations importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure 
d’un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa 
durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux sont considérés 
comme des réparations. Celles-ci consistent habituellement en 
des travaux nécessités par l’endommagement ou la détériora- 
tion et elles englobent les rénovations et modifications mineu- 
res (autres que les travaux d’entretien) effectuées afin de 
maintenir l’efficacité opérationnelle de structures 
existantes. 


Voici les types d’immeuble que l’on retrouve dans les 
genres de construction (tableau 3): 


Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, food 
canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill buildings, 
railway stations, railway shops, engine houses, water 
and fuel stations etc. See footnote 18 at end of 
publication. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated stor- 
age buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, restau- 
rants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail and 
wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, service 
stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and recrea- 
tional buildings, laundries etc. 


Institutional buildings. Educational buildings (schools, 
universities, etc.), churches and other religious build- 
ings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first aid stations, 
homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, etc. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


For census cycles beginning in 1975, a blend of 
direct survey and systematic sampling methods is 
used to provide universe level estimates. 


For 1984, construction firms were separated by 
total operating revenue into two groups; those with 
more than $750,000 annual revenue and those with 
annual revenue in the range of $10,000 to $750,000. 
The larger firms received the census long form, of 
which a copy is provided at the end of this publica- 
tion. The smaller firms were stratified by sub-industry 
group, size range and province, from which a sample 
was selected for the collection of financial and non- 
financial data. The small firm universe was subdi- 
vided into small, medium and large firm groups - 
defined by annual operating revenue - which were 
then sampled at rates of 10% , 50% and 100% respec- 
tively. The financial information was obtained from 
administrative records provided by Revenue Canada. 
Non-financial data (i.e. operating characteristics and 
labour data) were collected for a sub sample of this 
group, numbering approximately 10,000 contractors, 
by means of an abbreviated survey form. The sample 
results were inflated to the universe level using the 
weight associated with each record in the sample. The 
weight for a record was calculated as the inverse of its 
probability of inclusion in the sample (sampling rate). 
The large and small firm results were then merged 
and tabulated to produce the tables contained in this 
publication. 


Batiments industriels. Usines, ateliers, conserveries d’aliments, 
fonderies, batiments miniers, gares de chemin de fer, ateliers 
ferroviaires, remises pour locomotives, réservoirs d’eau et de 
combustible, etc. Voir la note 18 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


Batiment commerciaux. Entrepots, entrepéts frigorifiques, 
élévateurs a grain, hotels, clubs, restaurants, cafétérias, mo- 
tels, immeubles a bureaux, magasins de gros et de détail, 
centres commerciaux, garages et postes d’essence, théatres, 
arénas, immeubles consacrés aux loisirs et amusements, 
buanderies, etc. 


Batiments institutionnels. Ecoles et universités, églises et autres 
édifices religieux, hépitaux, sanatoriums, cliniques, postes de 
premiers soins, foyers pour personnes 4gées, prisons et péni- 
tenciers, etc. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble 
a bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé 
dans la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 


Methodologie 


A partir du recensement de 1975, on a utilisé a la fois 
Venquéte directe et l’échantillonnage systématique afin d’ob- 
tenir des estimations pour l’ensemble de |’univers. 


Pour le recensement de 1984, les entreprises de construc- 
tion ont été réparties en deux groupes, selon que leurs 
recettes d’exploitation dépassaient $750,000 par an ou qu’el- 
les s’établissaient entre $10,000 et $750,000. Les grandes 
entreprises ont recu le questionnaire détaillé, dont un spéci- 
men se trouve a la fin du présent bulletin. Les petites entre- 
prises ont été stratifiées selon le groupe d’activité économi- 
que, la taille et la province; dans chaque strate, un échantillon 
a été tiré en vue de la collecte des données financiéres et 
autres. L’univers des petites entreprises a été subdivisé en 
trois groupes comprenant les petites, moyennes et grandes 
entreprises (définis selon le revenu brut d’exploitation) ot 
nous avons appliqué la fraction de sondage de 10%, 50% et 
100% respectivement. Les renseignements financiers pro- 
viennent des dossiers administratifs de Revenu Canada. Afin 
de recueillir les données non financiéres (c’est-a-dire les 
caractérisqiques d’exploitation et les données sur la main- 
d’oeuvre), on a fait parvenir un questionnaire abrégé a un 
sous-échantillon de ce groupe comptant a peu prés 10,000 
entrepreneurs. Les chiffres de l’échantillon ont ensuite été 
gonflés au niveau de l’univers 4 |’aide de la pondération liée 
a chaque dossier de l’échantillon. La pondération d’un dossier 
correspond a l’inverse de sa probabilité d’inclusion dans 
léchantillon (fraction de sondage). Enfin, les résultats obte- 
nus pour les grandes et petites entreprises ont été regroupés 
et totalisés pour donner les tableaux reproduits dans le 
présent bulletin.

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HIGHLIGHTS 


Selected highlights from the 1985 Non-residential 
Census indicate that: 


e The industry had a total operating revenue of $7.8 
billion in 1985. This represented an increase of 
16.6% over 1984. 


e Profit margins increased slightly to 1.3% of total 
operating revenue from 1.2% in 1984. 


e Regionally, the industry incurred a net loss of 
0.1% of total operating revenue in the Prairie 
provinces. Profits were realized in the other re- 
gions with those in the province of Quebec (2.9% ) 
being well above the national average.

¢ The largest portion of the industry output was in 
commercial construction, at 54.7% of construction 
revenue for 1985. From 1984 to 1985, there was 
very little change in the portion of commercial 
construction whereas the increase in the portion of 
industrial construction to 18.4% was partially 
offset by a decline in the institutional construction 
component to 20.3%. 


e Wage-earners in this industry were paid $718.7 
million in wages and benefits for 43.7 million hours 
worked in 1985. The salaried employees working 
for non-residential contractors earned an average 
salary of $32,246 in 1985.

The industrial, commercial and institutional build- 
ing activity of the non-residential industry, listed in 
this report, does not by any means represent all 
non-residential building produced in the country. 
Substantial portions are produced by: other segments 
of the construction industry such as residential build- 
ers and prime trades; owner builders who retain 
possession for rental purposes and for that reason are 
classified to the real estate rental industry; and other 
industries who do some construction for own account 
or on contract but whose major revenue derives from 
other activities such as manufacturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are pro- 
vided in the Statistics Canada publication Construc- 
tion in Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this 
annual are provided in Text Tables I to IV of the 
present publication. Figure II presents a breakdown 
of the total construction program for 1985. The non- 
residential, total activity volume for 1985 is detailed 
in Text Table IV, as follows: 


Industrial $3,470 million, Commercial $8,697 million, 
Institutional $3,119 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $2,028 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $67,983 
million for 1985, the total of these four structure 
groups, or $17,314 million can be seen to be substan- 
tially more than the $7,250 million volume estimate 
for non-residential construction in this publication 
(Table 1, items 11 to 13).

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General Review 

_ Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not repre- 
sent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1985 indicate that the non- 
residential building industry performed $7,681 mil- 
lion worth of construction and an additional $75 
‘million worth of other activities, amounting to a total 
gross revenue of $7,756 million. Included in this 
amount is a volume of $4,900 million of work sub- 
‘contracted out to trade contractors, leaving a volume 
of work done by own labour force of $2,856 million,

Revue général

The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social 
type construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $14.2 billion in 1985 of 
which the industry covered a share of $5.7 billion or 
40%. The latter satisfies mainly a public sector de- 
mand and is much smaller, with a size of $3.1 billion 
in 1985. Here the industry’s market share was $1.6 
billion or 52%. The remaining market share as men- 
tioned, is produced by construction and other indus- 
tries, whose main revenue does not derive from non- 
residential construction. 


An increasing portion of new non-residential con- 
struction taking place is renovation work. On a total 
activity basis it is estimated that for 1985 around 43% 
of all non-residential construction was in building 
renovation. Included in this type of work are contracts 
for alterations, conversions, additions, improvements, 
restoration, rehabilitation, retrofitting and 
reconstruction. 


No exact measure of renovation volume, performed 
by this industry is available from census results. As 
pointed out earlier, only a portion of all non- 
residential construction is performed by general con- 
tractors and this is especially true for renovation, 
where most of the work is undertaken by special 
trades or smaller contractors specializing in this type 
of work. The large firm subsample of the census (firms 
with more than $750,000 annual revenue; see Method- 
ology, below) provides detail which includes the level 
of renovating activity. Tabulation shows that in 1985, 
out of 1,211 establishments in this group, 704 reported 
involvement in renovation work; their total construc- 
tion revenue was $3,863 million, out of which $932 
million was derived from renovation. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by prov- 
ince and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the indus- 
try and form a basis for economic analysis regarding 
concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 139 firms produce 58% of total output, 
the largest 679 produce 87% and the largest 1,044 
produce 94%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
running at 54% the industry compares favourably in 
terms of competitiveness with other industries, such 
as manufacturing. Consideration of profit to revenue 
and profit to assets ratios at the total Canada level (as 
in Table 5) would indicate a plant size of between $1 
and $2 million to have an optimum scale in this 
industry. 


The proportion of subcontract costs progressively 
increases over increasing size groups offsetting most

Le coefficient de concentration des 
100 principales entreprises s’établit 4 54%; aussi l’industrie 
est-elle aussi concurrentielle que d’autres, dont celle de la 
fabrication. Suivant le rapport des bénéfices aux recettes et 
celui des bénéfices 4 l’avoir au niveau national (tableau 5), 
l’étendue optimale des opérations dans cette industrie varie 
entre $1 et $2 millions. 


La proportion des coats de la soustraitance augmente a 
mesure qu’augmente la taille des recettes et ainsi compense 


other costs, which show a decreasing trend. The in- 
creasing subcontract costs also cause profits to de- 
crease over increasing size groups on a gross of sub- 
contracts revenue basis. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among prov- 
inces is depicted in Figure IV.

Productivity does not vary significantly over the 
size groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent obtained 
by an increase in the number of firms. Machinery and 
equipment purchases may not give a clear picture of 
substitution of capital investment for labour due to a 
high incidence of equipment rental. It should be noted 
that size groups are based on current dollars. This 
causes an artificial movement toward the larger size 
groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their special- 
ization in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In cover- 
age terms, specialization in repair is not very strong. 
Repair firms only do 36% of all repair work done by 
this industry.

I] convient de noter que les tranches de 
taille sont établies en dollars courants, ce qui provoque a la 
longue un déplacement artificiel vers les tranches 
supérieures. 


Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se 
spécialisent dans la construction neuve ou dans les répara- 
tions. Bien qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises se 
spécialisent dans les réparations, les entrées tracent un profil 
intéressant de ce type de travaux. Les entreprises de répara- 
tion ont davantage recours a la main-d’oeuvre, tandis que la 
sous-traitance leur est relativement peu importante. La 
spécialisation dans les réparations représente une petite 
partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de réparation 
n’exécutent que 36% de tous les travaux de réparation du 
secteur non résidentiel.

In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges 
of specialization in construction types. The special- 
ization in this case is expressed as the percentage of 
major type of construction to total construction per- 
formed. Specialization by the individual firm, over 
time may not be very consistent, but, again, the 
interest of the table lies in the characteristics of the 
higher specialization ranges. Firms specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher subcontract 
content due to the nature of projects undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics 
based on a sample of firms reporting both income 
statement and balance sheet information. While only 
some of the more commonly used financial ratios are 
listed in Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional 
ratios are available from Table 4. It may be pointed 
out that the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross 
revenue, whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and high incidence of leasing. Similarly, equity 
ratios may be inflated and show variations over time 
due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits.

The data presented in this publication represent 
only a selected portion of total 1985 statistical infor- 
mation available on the non-residential building in- 
dustry. Additional breakdowns, statistics and defini- 
tions are available on request to users, subject to the 
conditions of the Statistics Act.

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major reno- 
vations where either a structural change takes place or 
the life of an existing asset is extended beyond its 
normal life expectancy. All other work is defined as 
repair construction. This is generally construction 
necessitated by damage or deterioration and includes 
minor renovations and alterations made to maintain 
the operating efficiency of existing structures, other 
than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows:

Il] convient de noter 
que le rapport des bénéfices aux recettes est fondé sur les 
recettes brutes, tandis que les recettes nettes (les recettes 
moins la valeur de la sous-traitance) conviennent mieux a 
certaines analyses. Le rapport des bénéfices a l’avoir peut 
sembler relativement élevé pour l’ensemble de l’industrie a 
cause du faible niveau des stocks et des immobilisations et du 
niveau relativement élevé de la location. Par ailleurs, le 
rapport de l’avoir net peut étre gonflé et évoluer dans le 
temps en raison du recours au crédit et du report des 
déficits.

Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
Pétaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 4a la fin de cette 
publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les réno- 
vations importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure 
d’un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa 
durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux sont considérés 
comme des réparations. Celles-ci consistent habituellement en 
des travaux nécessités par l’endommagement ou la détériora- 
tion et elles englobent les rénovations et modifications mineu- 
res (autres que les travaux d’entretien) effectuées afin de 
maintenir lefficacité opérationnelle de structures 
existantes. 


Voici les types d’immeuble que l’on retrouve dans les 
genres de construction (tableau 3): 
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Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, food 
canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill buildings, 
railway stations, railway shops, engine houses, water 
and fuel stations etc. See footnote 18 at end of 
publication. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated stor- 
age buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, restau- 
rants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail and 
wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, service 
stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and recrea- 
tional buildings, laundries etc. 


Institutional buildings. Educational buildings (schools, 
universities, etc.), churches and other religious build- 
ings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first aid stations, 
homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, etc. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


Background. For the Census of Construction, a blend 
of direct survey and random sampling methods is 
used to provide universe estimates. Construction 
firms are separated into two groups: those with more 
than $749,999 annual revenue and those with rev- 
enues in the range $10,000-$749,999. The larger firms 
are sent a census questionnaire. The smaller firms are 
stratified by sub-industry group, size range and prov- 
ince, from which samples are selected for the collec- 
tion of financial and non-financial data. Financial 
data are transcribed from administrative records 
provided by Revenue Canada. The sampling rate 
varies between 10% and 50% for firms between $10,- 
000 and $374,999 annual revenue. Financial data are 
transcribed for all firms having total operating rev- 
enue in the range of $375,000 to $749,999. Non- 
financial data (e.g. type of construction special- 
izations, labour characteristics etc.) are collected from 
a sub sample of this group, numbering approximately 
14,000 contractors, by means of a condensed survey 
form. The sample results are inflated to universe 
levels using the weight associated with each record in 
the sample. The weight for a record is calculated as 
the inverse of its probability of selection in the sample 
(sampling ratio). 


Coverage. The principal source of updates for the 
Census of Construction are administrative files of 
incorporated and unincorporated businesses. Since 
these sources can be up to a year out of date, the 
Departmental Business Register is used to supple- 
ment these updates. This register is principally 
sourced from Pay Deduction Accounts (another ad- 
ministrative source) provided monthly by Revenue 
Canada. It is also sourced from most Statistics 
Canada business surveys with which it is linked. 


Batiments industriels. Usines, ateliers, conserveries d’aliments, 
fonderies, batiments miniers, gares de chemin de fer, ateliers 
ferroviaires, remises pour locomotives, réservoirs d’eau et de 
combustible, etc. Voir la note 18 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


Batiments commerciaux. Entrepdéts, entrepdts frigorifiques, 
élévateurs a grain, hétels, clubs, restaurants, cafétérias, mo- 
tels, immeubles 4 bureaux, magasins de gros et de détail, 
centres commerciaux, garages et postes d’essence, théatres, 
arénas, immeubles consacrés aux loisirs et amusements, 
buanderies, etc. 


Batiments institutionnels. Ecoles et universités, églises et autres 
édifices religieux, hdpitaux, sanatoriums, cliniques, postes de 
premiers soins, foyers pour personnes 4gées, prisons et péni- 
tenciers, etc. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble 
a bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé 
dans la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 


Methodologie 


Contexte. Dans le recensement de la construction, on utilise 
un mélange d’enquétes directes et d’échantillonnages aléatoi- 
res pour obtenir des estimations de l’univers. Les entreprises 
du secteur de la construction sont classées dans deux groupes: 
celles dont les recettes annuelles dépassent $749,999, et celles 
dont les recettes sont comprises entre $10,000 et $749,999. 
Les entreprises plus importantes recoivent un questionnaire 
de recensement. Les entreprises plus petites sont classées par 
groupe de sous-activités, taille et province, et des échantillons 
sont tirés pour la collecte des données financiéres et non- 
financiéres. Les données financiéres sont transcrites a partir 
des dossiers administratifs fournis par Revenu Canada. Le 
taux d’échantillonnage est compris entre 10% et 50% pour 
les entreprises dont les recettes annuelles sont comprises 
entre $10,000 et $374,999. Les données financiéres de toutes 
les compagnies ayant des recettes comprises entre $375,000 et

de ce groupe, se composant d’environ 14,000 entrepreneurs, 
grace A un questionnaire d’enquéte condensé. Les résultats de 
Véchantillon sont extrapolés au niveau de l’univers grace au 
poids associé 4 chaque enregistrement de |’échantillon. Le 
poids d’un enregistrement est calculé comme étant l’inverse 
de sa probabilité de sélection dans |’échantillon (franction de 
sondage). 


Champ. La principale source des mises a jour du recensement 
de la construction sont les fichiers administratifs des entre- 
prises constituées et individuelles. Comme ces sources peu- 
vent avoir jusqu’a une année de retard, le registre des entre- 
prises du Bureau les compléte. Ce registre est alimenté 
principalement par les comptes de déduction 4 la source (une 
autre source administrative) communiqués chaque mois par 
Revenu Canada. I] est également alimenté par la plupart des 
enquétes-entreprises de Statistique Canada aux quelles il est 
raccordé. 
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Sampling Error. Beginning with the 1986 data year, it 
will be possible to calculate estimates of standard 
error. For 1985 and prior years, however, the various 
samples used to create the estimates for the small firm 
segment were not completely random and sampling 
errors could not be generated; however, it is felt that 
for the period 1981-1985, the error was very small for 
most components due to the large sample sizes. 


Response Rates. The overall response rates for the 
large firms approximates 95 per cent. For the remain- 
ing 5 per cent, administrative data from Revenue 
Canada, coupled with imputation for non available 
data items, are used. For the small firm sample por- 
tion, the response is close to 100 per cent. 


Comparability Over Time. Data for the period 1981- 
1985 are reasonably comparable. In years prior to 
1981, the data suffer from varying degrees of under- 
statement due to less than complete samples. This is 
particularily true of industries dominated by large 
numbers of small business (e.g. trade and house build- 
ing contractors). It should be noted, however, that 
while the magnitudes are less consistent, the use of 
the data in ratio form is quite valid due to the large 
sample sizes. 


Benchmarking and revisions. Estimates prior to 1981 
have not been revised. Statistics Canada will assess 
the feasibility of reprocessing the data for the period 
1975-1980 through the current methodology. 


Comparability With Other Data Sources. A reconcilia- 
tion of industry volume with data produced by the 
Science, Technology and Capital Stock Division of 
Statistics Canada on total construction activity pro- 
duced through its Capital Investment Surveys is done 
annually. As well, periodic reconciliations have been 
carried out on employment data collected on the 
Census with similar data generated by the Survey of 
Earnings, Employment and Payrolls and the Labour 
Force Survey. For further information please contact 
the Industry Division of Statistics Canada. 


Editing of Questionnaires. Data received from respon- 
dents is both manually and machine edited. Rejects 
are scrutinized and, if warranted, respondents are 
contacted again. Previous years’ reports, as well as 
administrative data, are also used as sources for 
missing or incomplete data. 


Erreur d’échantillonnage A compter de l’année d’enquéte 1986, 
il sera possible de calculer des estimations des erreurs types. 
Pour 1985 et les années antérieures, cependant, les divers 
échantillons utilisés pour établir les estimations du segment 
des petites entreprises n’étaient pas entiérement aléatoires, 
et les erreurs d’échantillonnage n’ont pu étre calculées. On 
estime cependant que pour la période 1981-1985 l’erreur était 
trés petite pour la plupart des composantes en raison de la 
grande taille des échantillons. 


Taux de réponse. Les taux de réponse globaux pour les grandes 
entreprises sont d’environ 95%. Dans le cas des 5% restants, 
on utilise les données administratives communiquées par 
Revenu Canada et des imputations généralisées pour les 
données manquantes. Dans le cas des petites entreprises, le 
taux de réponse est proche de 100%. 


Comparabilite dans le temps. Les données pour la période 
1981-1985 se caractérisent par un degré de comparaison 
raisonnable. S’agissant des années antérieures a 1981, les 
données sont affectées d’une sous-estimation variable en 
raison d’échantillons moins que complets. Ceci est particulié- 
rement le cas des branches dominées par un grand nombre de 
petites entreprises (métiers et entrepreneurs en construction 
résidentielle, par exemple). I] faut cependant remarquer que 
méme si l’importance est moins systématique, l’utilisation 
des données sous forme de ratios est tout a fait valable en 
raison de la grande taille des échantillons. 


Etalonnage et révisions. Les estimations d’avant 1981 n’ont pas 
été révisées. Statistique Canada étudie la possibilité de 
retraiter les données de la période 1975-1980 en utilisant la 
méthodologie actuelle. 


Comparabilite avec les autres sources de données. Un rapproche- 
ment de l’activité de la branche et des données produites par 
la Division des Sciences, de la Technologie et du Stock de 
Capital de Statistique Canada sur l’ensemble de l’activité de 
la construction dans le cadre de ses enquétes sur les immobili- 
sations est fait chaque année. De plus, on a fait des rappro- 
chements périodiques des données de l’emploi recueillies lors 
du recensement et des données semblables obtenues lors de 
Venquéte sur les gains, l’emploi et la rémunération et |’en- 
quéte sur la population active. Pour d’autres renseignements, 
s’adresser a la Division de l’Industrie de Statistique 
Canada.

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Highlights 


/Selected highlights from the 1986 Non-residential 
| Census indicate that: 


e The industry had a total operating revenue of $7.7 
billion in 1986. This represented a decrease of 
0.4% over 1985. 


e Profit margins increased slightly to 1.4% of total 
operating revenue from 1.3% in 1985. 


e Regionally,profits were realized in all regions with 
those in the province of Quebec (2.3%) being well 
above the national average. 


e Increases in total operating revenue were noted in 
Nova Scotia (21.9%), Alberta (17.2%), Ontario 
(8.2%) and Quebec (2.1%). Each of the remaining 
provinces registered decreases in total operating 
revenue with the largest decreases occurring in 
British Columbia (35.9%) and Saskatchewan 
(25.6%). 


e The 2,480 firms in the non-residential industry had 
an average total operating revenue of $3,113,864 
in 1986. Compared with the previous year’s 
average of $3,057,012, the 1986 average is up by 
1.9%. 


¢ The largest portion of the industry output was in 
commercial construction, at 51.3% of construction 
revenue for 1986. The decrease in this proportion 
from the 1985 level of 54.7% were partially offset 
by increases in industrial and institutional 
construction to 20.4% and 20.8% respectively. 


e Wage-earners in this industry were paid $654.6 
million in wages and benefits for 39.9 million hours 
worked in 1986.

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Introduction 


The non-residential building industry, covered in this 
publication, consists of all business establishments 
specializing in the construction of buildings other than 
residential. Data provided deal with total outputs of 
these operations, the major proportion of which is 
non-residential construction, classified to the three 
subgroups of industrial, commercial and institutional 
buildings. Minor portions of output include other 
construction such as residential building or heavy 
engineering. The construction output distribution of 
the industry is represented in Figure I.

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In addition to construction revenue, the total operating 
revenue of the industry includes revenues from other 
activities such as project management, rentals and 
sales of materials (i.e. item 22, Statistical Table 1).

The industrial, commercial and institutional building 
activity of the non-residential construction industry, 
listed in this report, does not by any means represent 
all non-residential building produced in the country. 
Substantial portions are produced by: other segments 
of the construction industry such as_ residential 
builders and prime trades; owner builders who retain 
possession for rental purposes and for that reason are 
classified to the real estate rental industry; and other 
industries who do some construction for own account 
Or on contract but whose major revenue derives from 
other activities such as manufacturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are provided in 
the Statistics Canada publication Construction in 
Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this annual 
are provided in Text Tables | to IV of the present 
publication. Figure Il presents a breakdown of the 
total construction program for 1986. The 
non-residential, total activity volume for 1986 is 
detailed in Text Table IV, as follows: 


Industrial $3,201 million, Commercial $10,119 million, 
Institutional $3,565 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $1,656 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $71,701 million 
for 1986, the total of these four structure groups, or 
$18,541 million can be seen to be substantially more 
than the $7,142 million volume estimate for 
non-residential construction in this publication (Table 
1, items 11 to 13). Percentage contributions to the 
difference are estimated to be performed by: 


other construction industry 59%, real estate industry

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not 
represent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1986 indicate that the 
non-residential building industry performed $7,653 
million worth of construction and an additional $69 
million worth of other activities, amounting to a total 
gross revenue of $7,722 million. Included in this 
amount is a volume of $4,872 million of work 
sub-contracted out to trade contractors, leaving a 
volume of work done by own labour force of $2,850

Revue generale

Incidence 
of subcontracting is high due to scale and complexity 
of projects. 


The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social type 
construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $15.1 billion in 1986 of 
which the industry covered a share of $5.5 billion or 
36%. The latter satisfies mainly a public sector 
demand and is much smaller, with a size of $3.6 
billion in 1986. Here the industry's market share was 
$1.6 billion or 44%. The remaining market share as 
mentioned, is produced by construction and other 
industries, whose main revenue does not derive from 
non-residential construction. 


An increasing portion of new _ non-residential 
construction taking place is renovation work. On a 
total activity basis it is estimated that for 1986 around 
43% of all non-residential construction was in building 
renovation. Included in this type of work are contracts 
for alterations, conversions, additions, improvements, 
restoration, rehabilitation, retrofitting and 
reconstruction. 


No exact measure of renovation volume, performed 
by this industry is available from census results. As 
pointed out earlier, only a portion of all non-residential 
construction is performed by general contractors and 
this is especially true for renovation, where most of 
the work is undertaken by special trades or smaller 
contractors specializing in this type of work. The large 
firm subsample of the census (firms with more than 
$750,000 annual revenue; see Methodology, below) 
provides detail which includes the level of renovating 
activity. In 1986, out of 1,223 establishments in this 
group, 742 reported involvement in renovation work; 
their total construction revenue was $4,743 million, 
out of which $1,175 million was derived from 
renovation. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the 
industry and form a basis for economic analysis 
regarding concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 158 firms produce 57% of total output, 
the largest 719 produce 87% and the largest 1,092 
produce 94%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
running at 54% the industry compares favourably in 
terms of competitiveness with other industries, such 
as manufacturing. Consideration of profit to revenue 
and profit to assets ratios at the total Canada level (as 
in Table 5) would indicate a plant size of between 
$750,000 and $1,000,000 to have an optimum scale 
in this industry. 

The proportion of subcontract costs progressively 
increases over increasing size groups offsetting most 


Le fort taux de sous-traitance 
est dit a la grandeur et a la complexite des travaux a 
exécuter. 


Dans le secteur non résidentiel, l'industrie des entreprises 
générales en construction non-domiciliaire desservent deux 
grands marchés distincts - celui des batiments industriels et 
commerciaux et celui des batiments institutionnels ou 
sociaux. La demande du premier marché provient surtout du 
secteur privé. Il s’agit du marché le plus important, et de loin: 
lindustrie a exécuté 36% (soit $5.5 milliards) des travaux de 
$15.1 milliards réalisés en 1986. En revanche, le deuxieéme 
grand marché répond principalement a la demande du 
secteur public; de taille beaucoup plus petite, ce marche a 
totalisé une valeur de $3.6 milliards en 1986, la part de 
Vindustrie s’étant 6levée a $1.6 milliard (ou 44%). Le reste du 
marché est desservi par des entreprises de construction et 
autres, dont la plus grande partie des recettes ne proviennent 
pas de la construction non résidentielle. 


Les travaux de rénovation constituent une partie de plus en 
plus importante de la construction non domiciliaire neuve. En 
1986, environ 43% des dépenses au chapitre de la 
construction non domiciliaire sont engagées pour la 
renovation de batiments existants, notamment pour les 
Modifications, les transformations, les additions, les 
améliorations, la restauration, la rehabilitation, le 
raccordement et la reconstruction. 


Les résultats du recensement ne permettent pas de mesurer 
de facon exacte les travaux de rénovation realises par 
l'industrie des entreprises générales en construciton non 
domiciliaire. Comme nous |l’avons déja souligné, celle-ci 
effectue une partie seulement des travaux de construction 
non domiciliaire, surtout des travaux de renovation, exécutés 
pour la plupart par des sous-traitants ou des _ petits 
entrepreneurs speécialisés. Les grandes entreprises qui 
constituent le sous-échantillon du recensement, soit celles 
dont les recettes annuelles dépassent $750,000 (voir 
Méthodologie ci-dessous), fournissent des renseignements 
qui portent entre autres sur les travaux de renovation. En 
1986,742 des 1,223 entreprises du sous-echantillon ont 
déclaré avoir exécuté des travaux de renovation. Les recettes 
en construction de ces derniéres ont totaliseé $4,743 millions, 
dont $1,175 millions au chapitre de la renovation. 


Le tableau 1 présente les caractéristiques de l'industrie par 
province et par tranche de taille. Les donnees selon la 
tranche de taille peuvent servir a évaluer le rendement des 
entreprises appartenant a l’industrie et a analyser la 
concentration et |’étendue des operations. 


Les 158 plus grandes entreprises réalisent 57% de 
l'ensemble des travaux, les 719 plus grandes en executent 
87% et les 1,092 plus grandes, 94%. Le coefficient de 
concentration des 100 principales entreprises s’établit a 54%; 
aussi l’industrie est-elle aussi concurrentielle que d'autres, 
dont celle de la fabrication. Suivant le rapport des benefices 
aux recettes et celui des bénéfices a l’avoir au niveau 
national (tableau 5), l’étendue optimale des opérations dans — 
cette industrie varie entre $750,000 et $1,000,000. 


La proportion des cots de la soustraitance augmente a 
mesure qu’augmente la taille des recettes et ainsi compense 


costs, which show a decreasing trend. The increasing 
subcontract costs also cause profits to decrease over 
increasing size groups on a gross of subcontracts 
revenue basis. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among provinces 
is depicted in Figure IV.

Productivity does not vary significantly over the size 
groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent 
obtained by an increase in the number of firms. 
Machinery and equipment purchases may not give a 
clear picture of substitution of capital investment for 
labour due to a high incidence of equipment rental. It 
should be noted that size groups are based on 
current dollars. This causes an artificial movement 
toward the larger size groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In 
coverage terms, specialization in repair is not very 
strong. Repair firms only do 30% of all repair work 
done by this industry. 


La productivite ne varie pas beaucoup d’une tranche de taille 
a l'autre, et le nombre d’exploitants est éleve: il n’existe 
aucun rendement d’échelle sensible. L’accroissement de la 
production dépend, dans une large mesure, de 
augmentation du nombre d’entreprises. Les achats de 
machines et d’équipement ne donnent peut-étre pas une 
bonne idée de la mesure dans laquelle les immobilisations 
remplacent la main-d’oeuvre, Car la location de machines et 
d’équipement est monnaie courante. Il convient de noter que 
les tranches de taille sont établies en dollars courants, ce qui 
provoque a la longue un deplacement artificiel vers les 
tranches superieures. 


Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon quiils se 
spécialisent dans la construction neuve Ou dans les 
réparations. Bien qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises 
se spécialisent dans les reparations, les entrées tracent un 
profil intéressant de ce type de travaux. Les entreprises de 
réparation ont davantage recours a la main-d’oeuvre, tandis 
que la sous-traitance leur est relativement peu importante. La 
spécialisation dans les reparations represente une petite 
partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de reparation 
n’exécutent que 30% de tous les travaux de reparation du 
secteur non residentiel. 
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In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization 
in this case is expressed as the percentage of major 
type of construction to total construction performed. 
Specialization by the individual firm, over time may 
not be very consistent, but, again, the interest of the 
table lies in the characteristics of the higher 
specialization ranges. Firms specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher subcontract 
content due to the nature of projects undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
on a sample of firms reporting both income statement 
and balance sheet information. While only some of 
the more commonly used financial ratios are listed in 
Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional ratios 
are available from Table 4. It may be pointed out that 
the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross revenue, 
whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and high incidence of leasing. Similarly, equity 
ratios may be inflated and show variations over time 
due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits. 


Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major 
renovations where either a structural change takes 
place or the life of an existing asset is extended 
beyond its normal life expectancy. All other work is 
defined as repair construction. This is generally 
construction necessitated by damage or deterioration 
and includes minor renovations and alterations made 
to maintain the operating efficiency of existing 
structures, other than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows: 


Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, 
food canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill 
buildings, railway stations, railway shops, engine 
houses, water and fuel stations etc. See footnote 18 
at end of publication. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated 
storage buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, 
restaurants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail 
and wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, 
service stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and 
recreational buildings, laundries etc. 


Au tableau 3, les entreprises sont regroupées selon le degré 
de spécialisation par genre de construction. Aux fins du 
tableau, la spécialisation est exprimée sous forme de 
pourcentage du genre principal de construction par rapport a 
ensemble des travaux exécutés. Une entreprise donnée 
peut changer sa spécialisation avec le temps, mais |’intérét 
du tableau provient des caractéristiques des proportions 
supérieures de spécialisation. Les entreprises spécialisées 
dans les batiments institutionnels, a cause de la nature des 
travaux a exécuter, font davantage appel a la sous-traitance. 


Les tableaux 4 et 5 présentent des _ caractéristiques 
financiéres établies a partir des données déclarées par un 
échantillon d’entreprises sur leur bilan et sur leur état des 
resultats. Bien que le tableau 5 ne donne que les ratios 
financiers les plus utilisés, les données essentielles au calcul 
de ratios supplementaires figurent au tableau 4. Il convient de 
noter que le rapport des bénéfices aux recettes est fondé sur 
les recettes brutes, tandis que les recettes nettes (les 
recettes moins la valeur de la sous-traitance) conviennent 
mieux a certaines analyses. Le rapport des bénéfices a 
avoir peut sembler relativement élevé pour l'ensemble de 
l'industrie a cause du faible niveau des stocks et des 
immobilisations et du niveau relativement élevé de la 
location. Par ailleurs, le rapport de |’avoir net peut étre gonflé 
et évoluer dans le temps en raison du recours au crédit et du 
report des deéficits. 


Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
étaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’execution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les 
renovations importantes, qu'il s’agisse de changer la 
structure d’un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien 
au-dela de sa durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux 
sont consideres comme des reparations. Celles-ci 
consistent habituellement en des travaux nécessités par 
l'endommagement ou la détérioration et elles englobent les 
renovations et modifications mineures (autres que les travaux 
d’entretien) effectuées afin de  maintenir  l’efficacité 
opeérationnelle de structures existantes. 


Voici les types d’immeuble que I’on retrouve dans les genres 
de construction (tableau 3): 


Batiments industriels. Usines, ateliers, conserveries 
d’aliments, fonderies, batiments miniers, gares de chemin de 
fer, ateliers ferroviaires, remises pour locomotives, réservoirs 
d'eau et de combustible, etc. Voir la note 18 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


Batiments commerciaux. Entrepdts, entrepdts frigorifiques, 
élévateurs a grain, hdtels, clubs, restaurants, cafétérias, 
motels, immeubles a bureaux, magasins de gros et de détail, 
centres commerciaux, garages et postes d’essence, théatres, 
arénas, immeubles consacrés aux loisirs et amusements, 
buanderies, etc. 
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Institutional buildings. Educational — buildings 
(schools, universities, etc.), churches and other 
religious buildings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first 
aid stations, homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, 
etc. 

For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


Background. For the Census of Construction, a 
blend of direct survey and random sampling methods 
is used to provide universe estimates. Construction 
firms are separated into two groups: those with more 
than $749,999 annual revenue and those with 
/revenues in the range $10,000-$749,999. The larger 
firms are sent a census questionnaire. The smaller 
firms are stratified by sub-industry group, size range 
and province, from which samples are selected for 
the collection of financial and non-financial data. 
Financial data are transcribed from administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada. The sampling 
rate varies between 10% and 50% for firms between 
$10,000 and $374,999 annual revenue. Financial data 
are transcribed for all firms having total operating 
revenue in the range of $375,000 to $749,999. 
Non-financial data (eg. type of construction 
specializations, labour characteristics etc.) are 
collected from a sub sample of this group, numbering 
approximately 14,000 contractors, by means of a 
condensed survey form. The sample results are 
inflated to universe levels using the weight associated 
with each record in the sample. The weight for a 
record is calculated as the inverse of its probability of 
selection in the sample (sampling ratio). 


_ Coverage. The principal source of mailing frame 
updates for the Census of Construction are 
~ administrative files of incorporated and 
unincorporated businesses. Since these sources can 
be up to a year out of date, the Departmental 
Business Register is used to supplement these 
updates. This register is principally sourced from Pay 
Deduction Accounts (another administrative source) 
provided monthly by Revenue Canada. It is also 
sourced from most Statistics Canada business 
surveys with which it is linked. 

Sampling Error. Beginning with the 1986 data year, 
it will be possible to calculate estimates of standard 
error. For 1985 and prior years, the various samples 
used to create the estimates for the small firm 
segment were not completely random and sampling 
errors could not be generated; however, it is felt that 
for the period 1981-1985, the error was very small for 
most components due to the large sample sizes. 


Batiments institutionnels. Ecoles et universités, églises et 
autres édifices religieux, hdpitaux, sanatoriums, cliniques, 
postes de premiers soins, foyers pour personnes agées, 
prisons et pénitenciers, etc. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble 
a bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé 
dans la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 


Methodologie 


Contexte. Dans le recensement de la construction, on utilise 
un mélange d’enquétes directes et d’échantillonnages 
aléatoires pour obtenir des estimations de l’univers. Les 
entreprises du secteur de la construction sont classées dans 
deux groupes: celles dont les recettes annuelles dépassent 
$749,999, et celles dont les recettes sont comprises entre 
$10,000 et $749,999. Les entreprises plus importantes 
recoivent un questionnaire de recensement. Les entreprises 
plus petites sont classées par groupe de sous-activites, taille 
et province, et des échantillons sont tirés pour la collecte des 
données financiéres et non-financiéres. Les données 
financiéres sont transcrites a partir des dossiers administratifs 
fournis par Revenu Canada. Le taux d’echantillonnage est 
compris entre 10% et 50% pour les entreprises dont les 
recettes annuelles sont comprises entre $10,000 et $374,999. 
Les données financiéres de toutes les compagnies ayant des 
recettes comprises entre $375,000 et $749,999 sont 
transcrites. Les données non-financiéres (specialisations en 
construction, caractéristiques de la main d’oeuvre, etc.) sont 
recueillies auprés d’un sous-échantillon de ce groupe, se 
composant d’environ 14,000 entrepreneurs, grace a un 
questionnaire d’enquéte condensé. Les résultats de 
l'échantillon sont extrapolés au niveau de l’univers grace au 
poids associé a chaque enregistrement de ’échantillon. Le 
poids d’un enregistrement est calculé comme etant l’inverse 
de sa probabilité de sélection dans |’échantillon (franction de 
sondage). 


Champ. La principale source des mises a jour de l'univers 
du recensement de la construction sont les fichiers 
administratifs des entreprises constituées et individuelles. 
Comme ces sources peuvent avoir jusqu’a une année de 
retard, le registre des entreprises du Bureau les complete. 
Ce registre est alimenté principalement par les comptes de 
déduction a la source (une autre source administrative) 
communiqués chaque mois par Revenu Canada. Il est 
également alimenté par la plupart des enquétes-entreprises 
de Statistique Canada aux quelles il est raccorde. 


Erreur d’échantillonnage A compter de l'année d’enquéte 
1986, il sera possible de calculer des estimations des erreurs 
types. Pour 1985 et les années anterieures, les divers 
échantillons utilisés pour établir les estimations du segment 
des petites entreprises n’étaient pas entierement aléatoires, 
et les erreurs d’échantillonnage n’ont pu étre calculées. On 
estime cependant que pour la période 1981-1985 l’erreur 
était tres petite pour la plupart des composantes en raison de 
la grande taille des echantillons.

Response Rates. The overall response rates for the 
large firms approximates 95 per cent. For the 
remaining 5 per cent, administrative data from 
Revenue Canada, coupled with imputation for non 
available data items, are used. For the small firm 
sample portion, the response is close to 100 per cent. 


Comparability Over Time. Data for the period 
1981-1986 are reasonably comparable. In years prior 
to 1981, the data suffer from varying degrees of 
understatement due to less than complete frames. 
This is particularly true of industries dominated by 
large numbers of small business (e.g. trade and 
house building contractors). It should be noted, 
however, that while the magnitudes are less 
consistent, the use of the data in ratio form is quite 
valid due to the large sample sizes. 


Benchmarking and revisions. Estimates prior to 
1981 have not been revised. Statistics Canada will 
assess the feasibility of reprocessing the data for the 
period 1975-1980 through the current methodology. 


Comparability With Other Data Sources. A 
reconciliation of industry volume with data produced 
by the Science, Technology and Capital Stock 
Division of Statistics Canada on total construction 
activity based on its Capital Investment Surveys is 
done annually. As well, periodic reconciliations have 
been carried out on employment data collected by 
the Census with similar data generated by the Survey 
of Earnings, Employment and Payrolls and the 
Labour Force Survey. For further information please 
contact the Construction Census Section,Industry 
Division of Statistics Canada. 


Editing of Questionnaires. Data received from 
respondents are both manually and machine edited. 
Rejects are scrutinized and, if warranted, respondents 
are contacted again. Previous years’ reports, as well 
as administrative data, are also used to estimate 
missing or incomplete data.

The data presented in this publication represent only 
a selected portion of total 1986 statistical information 
available on the non-residential building industry. 
Additional breakdowns, statistics and definitions are 
available on request to users, subject to the 
conditions of the Statistics Act.

Taux de réponse. Les taux de réponse globaux pour les 
grandes entreprises sont d’environ 95%. Dans le cas des 5% 
restants, on utilise les données  administratives 
communiquées par Revenu Canada et des imputations 
généralisées pour les données manquantes. Dans le cas des 
petites entreprises, le taux de réponse est proche de 100%. 


Comparabilite dans le temps. Les données pour la période 
1981-1986 se caractérisent par un degré de comparaison 
raisonnable. S’agissant des années antérieures a 1981, les 
données sont affectées d’une sous-estimation variable en 
raison d’un univers moins que complets. Ceci est 
particulierement le cas des branches dominées par un grand 
nombre de petites entreprises (métiers et entrepreneurs en 
construction résidentielle, par exemple). Il faut cependant 
remarquer que méme_ si_ l’importance est moins 
systématique, l'utilisation des données sous forme de ratios 
est tout a fait valable en raison de la grande taille des 
échantillons. 


Etalonnage et révisions. Les estimations d’avant 1981 n’ont 
pas été révisées. Statistique Canada étudie la possibilité de 
retraiter les données de la période 1975-1980 en utilisant la 
méthodologie actuelle. 


Comparabilité avec les autres sources de données. Un 
rapprochement de l’activité de la branche et des données 
produites par la Division des Sciences, de la Technologie et 
du Stock de Capital de Statistique Canada sur l'ensemble de 
l’activite de la construction dans le cadre de ses enquétes 
sur les immobilisations est fait chaque année. De plus, on a 
fait des rapprochements périodiques des données de 
l'emploi recueillies lors du recensement et des données 
semblables obtenues lors de |’enquéte sur les gains, l'emploi 
et la remuneration et l’enquéte sur la population active. Pour 
d’autres renseignements, s’adresser a la Section du 
recensement de la Construction, Division de I'Industrie de 
Statistique Canada. 


Vérification des questionnaires. Les données 
communiquées par les répondants font lobjet d’une 
verification manuelle et a la machine. Les rejets sont étudiés 
de prés, et les répondants sont rappelé au besoin.

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Highlights 


Selected highlights from the 1987 Non-residential 
survey indicate that: 


The non-residential construction industry had a 
total operating revenue of $10.3 billion in 1987. 
This represented an increase of 33.8% over 1986. 


Profit margins increased to 2.0% of total operating 
revenue from 1.4% in 1986. 


Regionally, profits were realized in all regions with 
those in the province of British Columbia (3.1%), 
Quebec (2.7%) and Ontario (2.3%) being above 
the national average. 


Increases in total operating revenue were noted in 
all provinces with the most notable increases 
occurring in Prince Edward Island (+47.2%), 
Newfoundland (+ 43.7%) and Ontario (+ 40.3%). 


The 3,297 firms in the non-residential industry had 
an average total operating revenue of $3,128,131 
in 1987. Compared with the previous year’s 
average of $3,113,864, the 1987 average is up by 
0.5%. 


The largest portion of the industry output was in 
commercial construction, at 52.5% of construction 
revenue for 1987. The increase in this proportion 
from the 1986 level of 51.3% was accompanied by 
decreases in industrial and institutional 
construction to 20.3% and 17.1% respectively. 


Wage-earners in this industry were paid $862.4 
million in wages and benefits for 50.3 million hours 
worked in 1987. The salaried employees working 
for non-residential contractors earned an average 
salary of $33,629 in 1987.

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Introduction 


The non-residential building industry, covered in this 
publication, consists of all business establishments 
specializing in the construction of buildings other than 
residential. Data provided deal with total outputs of 
these operations, the major proportion of which is 
non-residential construction, classified to the three 
subgroups of industrial, commercial and _ institutional 
buildings. Minor portions of output include other 
construction such as residential building or heavy 
engineering. The construction output distribution of 
the industry is represented in Figure I.

The industrial, commercial and institutional building 
activity of the non-residential construction industry, 
listed in this report, does not by any means represent 
all non-residential building produced in the country. 
Substantial portions are produced by: other segments 
of the construction industry such as_ residential 
builders and prime trades; owner builders who retain 
possession for rental purposes and for that reason are 
Classified to the real estate rental industry; and other 
industries who do some construction for own account 
or on contract but whose major revenue derives from 
other activities such as manufacturing and utilities. 


Total non-residential activity estimates are provided in 
the Statistics Canada publication Construction in 
Canada, (Catalogue 64-201). Data from this annual 
are provided in Text Tables | to IV of the present 
publication. Figure Il presents a breakdown of the 
total construction program for 1987. The 
non-residential, total activity volume for 1987 is 
detailed in Text Table IV, as follows: 


Industrial $3,244 million, Commercial $12,378 million, 
Institutional $4,314 million and other Non-residential 
Construction $2,147 million. 


Out of the total construction volume of $81,971 million 
for 1987, the total of these four structure groups, or 
$22,083 million can be seen to be substantially more 
than the $9,288 million volume estimate for 
non-residential construction in this publication (Table 
1, items 11 to 13). Percentage contributions to the 
difference are estimated to be performed by: 


other construction industry 70%, real estate industry 
18% and other industries 12%.

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 3 
report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not 
represent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1987 indicate that the 
non-residential building industry performed $10,191 
million worth of construction and an additional $122 
million worth of other activities, amounting to a total 
gross revenue of $10,313 million. Included in this 
amount is a volume of $6,435 million of work 
sub-contracted out to trade contractors, leaving a 
volume of work done by own labour force of $3,878

The non-residential general building contracting 
industry services two distinguishable major markets. 
These are the market for industrial and commercial 
building and the market for institutional, or social type 
construction. In the former, demand is generated 
mainly by the private sector. It is by far the larger 
market with an activity of $15.6 billion in 1987 of 
which the industry covered a share of $7.2 billion or 
46%. The latter satisfies mainly a public sector 
demand and is much smaller, with a size of $4.3 
billion in 1987. Here the industry's market share was 
$2.1 billion or 49%. The remaining market share as 
mentioned, is produced by construction and other 
industries, whose main revenue does not derive from 
non-residential construction. 


An increasing portion of new non-residential 
construction taking place is renovation work. Included 
in this type of work are contracts for alterations, 
conversions, additions, improvements, restoration, 
rehabilitation, retrofitting and reconstruction. 


No exact measure of renovation volume, performed 
by this industry is available from census results. As 
pointed out earlier, only a portion of all non-residential 
construction is performed by general contractors and 
this is especially true for renovation, where most of 
the work is undertaken by special trades or smaller 
contractors specializing in this type of work. The large 
firm subsample of the census (firms with more than 
$1,200,000 annual revenue; see Methodology, below) 
provides detail which includes the level of renovating 
activity. In 1987, out of 1,194 establishments in this 
group, 854 reported involvement in renovation work; 
their total construction revenue was $6,870 million, 
out of which $1,743 million was derived from 
renovation. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the 
industry and form a basis for economic analysis 
regarding concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 204 firms produce 62% of total output, 
the largest 850 produce 89% and the largest 1,244 
produce 95%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
running at 54% the industry compares favourably in 
terms of competitiveness with other industries, such 
as manufacturing. Consideration of profit to revenue 
and profit to assets ratios at the total Canada level (as 
in Table 5) would indicate a plant size of between 
$1,000,000 and $1,999,999 to have an optimum scale 
in this industry.

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Productivity does not vary significantly over the size 
groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent 
obtained by an increase in the number of firms. 
Machinery and equipment purchases may not give a 
clear picture of substitution of capital investment for 
labour due to a high incidence of equipment rental. It 
should be noted that size groups are based on 
current dollars. This causes an artificial movement 
toward the larger size groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In 
coverage terms, specialization in repair is not very 
strong. Repair firms only do 22% of all repair work 
done by this industry.

Il convient de noter que 
les tranches de taille sont établies en dollars courants, ce qui 
provoque a la longue un deéplacement artificiel vers les 
tranches supérieures. 


Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se 
spécialisent dans la construction neuve ou dans les 
réparations. Bien qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises 
se spécialisent dans les réparations, les entrees tracent un 
profil interessant de ce type de travaux. Les entreprises de 
réparation ont davantage recours a la main-d’oeuvre, tandis 
que la sous-traitance leur est relativement peu importante. La 
spécialisation dans les réparations représente une petite 
partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de reparation 
n’exécutent que 22% de tous les travaux de reparation du 
secteur non résidentiel.

In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization 
in this case is expressed as the percentage of major 
type of construction to total construction performed. 
Specialization by the individual firm, over time may 
not be very consistent, but, again, the interest of the 
table lies in the characteristics of the higher 
specialization ranges. Firms — specializing in 
institutional construction have a higher subcontract 
content due to the nature of projects undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
on a sample of firms reporting both income statement 
and balance sheet information. While only some of 
the more commonly used financial ratios are listed in 
Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional ratios 
are available from Table 4. It may be pointed out that 
the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross revenue, 
whereas for some analysis a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant, and high incidence of leasing. Similarly, equity 
ratios may be inflated and show variations over time 
due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits. 


Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major 
renovations where either a structural change takes 
place or the life of an existing asset is extended 
beyond its normal life expectancy. All other work is 
defined as repair construction. This is generally 
construction necessitated by damage or deterioration 
and includes minor renovations and alterations made 
to maintain the operating efficiency of existing 
structures, other than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined by 
inclusions as follows: 


Industrial buildings. Factories, plants, workshops, 
food canneries, smelters, mine and mine mill 
buildings, railway stations, railway shops, engine 
houses, water and fuel stations etc. See footnote 18 
at end of publication. 


Commercial buildings. Warehouses, refrigerated 
storage buildings, grain elevators, hotels, clubs, 
restaurants, cafeterias, motels, office buildings, retail 
and wholesale stores, shopping centres, garages, 
service stations, theatres, arenas, amusement and 
recreational buildings, laundries etc.

Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles | 
étaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de cette | 
publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’execution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les | 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les 
rénovations importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure 
d'un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d'un bien au-dela de sa 
durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux sont 
considérés comme des reparations. Celles-ci consistent 
habituellement en des travaux nécessités par 
l'endommagement ou la détérioration et elles englobent les 
rénovations et modifications mineures (autres que les travaux 
d'entretien) effectuées afin de maintenir  l’efficacité | 
opérationnelle de structures existantes. 


Voici les types d’immeuble que |’on retrouve dans les genres | 
de construction (tableau 3): 


Batiments industriels. Usines, ateliers, conserveries _ 
d’aliments, fonderies, batiments miniers, gares de chemin de | 
fer, ateliers ferroviaires, remises pour locomotives, réservoirs 
d’eau et de combustible, etc. Voir la note 18 a la fin de cette 
publication. 


Batiments commerciaux. Entrepdts, entrepéts frigorifiques, 
elévateurs a grain, hdtels, clubs, restaurants, cafétérias, 
motels, immeubles a bureaux, magasins de gros et de détail, 
centres commerciaux, garages et postes d’essence, théatres, 
arénas, immeubles consacrés aux loisirs et amusements, 
buanderies, etc. 
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Institutional buildings. Educational buildings 
(schools, universities, etc.), churches and_ other 
religious buildings, hospitals, sanatoria, clinics, first 
aid stations, homes for the aged, penitentiaries, jails, 
etc. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Methodology 


Background. For the Census of Construction, a 
blend of direct survey and random sampling methods 
is used to provide universe estimates. Construction 
firms are separated into two groups: those with more 
than $1,199,999 annual revenue and those with 
revenues in the range $25,000-$1,999,999. The larger 
firms are sent a census questionnaire. The smaller 
firms are stratified by sub-industry group, size range 
and province, from which samples are selected for 
the collection of financial and non-financial data. 
Financial data are transcribed from administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada. The sampling 
rate varies between 10% and close to 100% 
depending on the province and size group and is 
generally larger for smaller provinces and higher size 
groups. Non-financial data (e.g. type of construction 
specializations, labour characteristics etc.) are 
collected from a sub sample of this group, numbering 
approximately 17,000 contractors, by means of a 
condensed survey form. The sample results are 
inflated to universe levels using the weight associated 
with each record in the sample. The weight for a 
record is calculated as the inverse of its probability of 
selection in the sample (sampling ratio). 


Coverage. The principal source of mailing frame 
updates for the Census of Construction are 
administrative files of incorporated and unincorporated 
businesses. Since these sources can be up to a year 
out of date, the Departmental Business Register is 
used to supplement these updates. This register is 
principally sourced from Pay Deduction Accounts 
(another administrative source) provided monthly by 
Revenue Canada. It is also sourced from most 
Statistics Canada business surveys with which it is 
linked. 


Response Rates. The overall response rates for the 
large firms approximates 95 per cent. For the 
remaining 5 per cent, administrative data from 
Revenue Canada, coupled with imputation for non 
available data items, are used. For the small firm 
sample portion, the response is close to 100 per cent. 


Batiments institutionnels. Ecoles et universités, églises et 
autres édifices religieux, hdpitaux, sanatoriums, cliniques, 
postes de premiers soins, foyers pour personnes agées, 
prisons et pénitenciers, etc. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble 
a bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé 
dans la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 


Methodologie 


Contexte. Dans le recensement de la construction, on utilise 
un mélange d’enquétes directes et d’échantillonnages 
aléatoires pour obtenir des estimations de l’univers. Les 
entreprises du secteur de la construction sont classées dans 
deux groupes: celles dont les recettes annuelles dépassent 
$1,199,999, et celles dont les recettes sont comprises entre 
$25,000 et $1,199,999. Les entreprises plus importantes 
recoivent un questionnaire de recensement. Les entreprises 
plus petites sont classées par groupe de sous-activités, taille 
et province, et des échantillons sont tirés pour la collecte des 
données _ financiéres et non-financiéres. Les données 
financiéres sont transcrites a partir des dossiers administratifs 
fournis par Revenu Canada. Le taux d’échantillonnage est 
compris entre 10% et pres de 100% dépendant ae la 
province et de la tranche de taille, il est généralement plus 
grand pour les plus petites provinces et les plus grandes 
tranches de _ taille. Les données  non-financiéres 
(spécialisations en construction, caractéristiques de la main 
d’oeuvre, etc.) sont recueillies auprés d’un sous-échantillon 
de ce groupe, se composant d’environ 17,000 entrepreneurs, 
grace a un questionnaire d’enquéte condensé. Les résultats 
de l’échantillon sont extrapolés au niveau de I’univers grace 
au poids associé a chaque enregistrement de |’échantillon. Le 
poids d’un enregistrement est calculé comme étant l’inverse 
de sa probabilité de sélection dans |l’échantillon (fraction de 
sondage). 


Champ. La principale source des mises a jour de |’univers 
du recensement de la _ construction sont les _ fichiers 
administratifs des entreprises constituées et individuelles. 
Comme ces sources peuvent avoir jusqu’a une année de 
retard, le registre des entreprises du Bureau les compléte. Ce 
registre est alimenté principalement par les comptes de 
déduction a la source (une autre source administrative) 
communiqués chaque mois par Revenu Canada. Il est 
également alimenté par la plupart des enquétes-entreprises 
de Statistique Canada auxquelles il est raccordé. 


Taux de réponse. Les taux de réponse globaux pour les 
grandes entreprises sont d’environ 95%. Dans le cas des 5% 
restants, on utilise les données administratives 
communiquées par Revenu Canada et des imputations 
généralisées pour les données manquantes. Dans le cas des 
petites entreprises, le taux de réponse est proche de 100%. 
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Comparability Over Time. Data for the period 
1981-1986 are reasonably comparable. In years prior 
to 1981, the data suffer from varying degrees of 
understatement due to less than complete frames. 
This is particularly true of industries dominated by 
large numbers of small business (e.g. trade and 
house building contractors). It should be _ noted, 
however, that while the magnitudes are less 
consistent, the use of the data in ratio form is quite 
valid due to the large sample sizes. 


Comparability With Other Data Sources. A 
reconciliation of industry volume with data produced 
by the Investment and Capital Stock Division of 
Statistics Canada on total construction activity based 
on its Capital Investment Surveys is done annually. 
As well, periodic reconciliations have been carried out 
on employment data collected by the Census with 
similar data generated by the Survey of Earnings, 
Employment and Payrolls and the Labour Force 
Survey. For further information please contact the 
Construction Census Section,Industry Division of 
Statistics Canada. 


Editing of Questionnaires. Data received from 
respondents are both manually and machine edited. 
Rejects are scrutinized and, if warranted, respondents 
are contacted again. Previous years’ reports, as well 
as administrative data, are also used to estimate 
missing or incomplete data.

The data presented in this publication represent only 
a selected portion of total 1987 statistical information 
available on the non-residential building industry.
